He 
confirmed the statements that have 
been published to the effect that some 
*1,7000.000 people have ben executed by 
the Soviet government. He compared 
Russia at the present time to a 
"crazy house” as he expressed it. He 
felt that the policy of the United 
State Government toward the Soviet

To the Editor: 

According to an article published 
In the Boston Post last Friday morn- 
ing concerning the litigation over the 
attempted taking by the city of New- 
ton of my home on Eldredge street, 
City Solicitor Bartlett stated "that 
Mrs: Byfield remains in possession not 
for reasons set forth in her petition, 
but solely for the purpose of obtaining 
an ’exorbitant sum for her damages.” 
In refutation of this declaration, for 
which the City Solicitor had no war- 
rant, I wish to state that I have been 
unable to find a responsible contractor 
who would undertake to build for me, 
a home of the same size, material and 
finish as mine, as low as $35,000. In 
addition to building I would be ob- 
liged also to buy land for it, so that 
anyone can see that I am not trying to 
obtain an exorbitant sum for dam- 
ages, but only to get a square deal. 
Instead of having my property taken 
for the unconscionable award of $7,700 
which was the sum named by the 
Board of Aldermen without viewing the 
premises or hearing any evidence. 

Last November I sent a letter to the 
Board of Aldermen urging that the 
action be rescinded and a different site 
selected, leaving my property undis- 
turbed. I sought this because of first, 
the value of my property; second, the 
housing conditions in and about New- 
ton; and third, the great saving that 
could be made for the tax payers by 
purchasing a nearby estate, and there- 
by, too, avoiding litigation and delay. 

I filed a sworn petition in Court in 
this matter, and the facts set forth 
therein were true, so I repeat that the 
City Solicitor’s language quoted from 
the Post article is without warrant of 
any kind. 

I thank you very much for the space 
to give this refutation full publicity in 
this community.

ANY OLD STAMPS? 

Might Not. Be Bad Idea to Rum- 
mage Through the Attic. 


Fortunes Have Been Made by Lucky 
Possessors of Envelopes Long 
Regarded as Worthless. 

A juurnallst hobnobbing with the 
cognoscenti gathers that even in 
stolid America there are many thrills 
in stamp collecting. I got into confab 
with some of the big league profes- 
sionals of stamp collecting, the New 
York brokers of big houses that buy 
ami .sell stamps of every value, from 
the sort they purchase literally by the 
ton and handle with scoop .sbovel.s, to 
the rarities that are handled gingerly 
with little tongs, like precious Jewels, 
Charles Phelps Cushing writes In Les- 
lie’s. 

In a high vaulted room, walled and 
roofed with glazed white tiles, like a 
cellar grill room or a liigb-cellinged 
subway station — though It opened on- 
to the sidewalk of a sunlit side street 
In uptown New York — one of these 
professionals told me stories of the 
adventures of "Hawaiian blues," old 
anecdotes made timely by the record 
price that Ferrary stamps recently 
fetched In Paris. 

"Mlsslonnrle.s" the trade calls this 
Hawaiian Issue, he said, because they 
were printed In n day when American 
clergymen Invaded the "Sandwich" 
Islands to convert the natives to 
Christianity. Every relative or known 
correspondent of those evangelists, 
any one to whom a letter that bore 
one of those rare stamps might have 
been sent, has been traced by profes- 
sional collectors seeking new "finds.” 

"A few years ago," the professional 
collector related, "we knew of only ten 
copies of that first Issue. Then in an 
old schoolhouse in the islands two 
more turned up by accident. A visitor 
to that schoolhouse noticed under 
some peeling whitewash in the corner 
an old yellow envelope. He pulled It 
out of the plaster and found on It two 
blue scraps of paper, each worth a 
small fortune." 

Another story of Ilawallans, this 
time concerned with genuine copies but 
not so rare an Issue, relates of a bar- 
gain made from New York by mall 
through California agents. A repre- 
sentative of one of the big eastern 
stamp agencies, a man of the type 
that baseball would describe as a 
“sendpro," worked on a Los Angeles 
newspaper and had stamp collecting 
on a commission basis as a side line. 
He received word one day to investi- 
gate a rumor that a retired farmer 
and his wife possessed letters from a 
relative who had been a missionary 
to Hawaii r|p the ’."Os. 

On the day that he received the let- 
ter the agent was too b»sy to go out 
to the place, a little bungalow in the 
distant suburbs. But the following 
afternoon he was able to get away and 
motored out in his flivver. Just as he 
drew up to the iTlace the front door 
opened and three broad smiles greeted 
him; the first two on the features of 
the old couple, the third, with some- 
thing of malicious triumph in It, on 
the face of a rival collector. 

"Too late, Bill,” sang out the rival, 
"We’ve just closed the deal. Gimme a 
lift back to town and I’ll tell you all 
about it on the w’ay.” 

It seems pa hadn’t been sure they’d 
saved the letters from Uncle Ezra, 
hut ma remembered where they’d 
stored them in the attic. 

A week or two later the representa- 
tive returned to the bungalow and 
handed pa a check. The old gentle- 
man’s face blanched when he saw 
what It read and he dropped down 
limp on to the porch swing and nearly 
fainted. He and his wife were far 
from well to do and that check for 
$3,<K)0 meant comfort for them to the 
end of their days.

NOT REAL RULERS 


European Monarchs in the Main 
Mere Puppets. 


Writer Pointe Out That Courtlere and 
Ministera Actually Exercised 
Power Accredited to KInga. 

Writing in the Prnger Tagblntt, a 
staff correspondent points out that 
times are past when the glory of a 
corigress consisted In the number of 
kings taking part in It. 

“The year 1918 Is sometimes looked 
upon ns the boundary line between 
two periods, but long before this date 
the Idea had developed which no long- 
er allowed one man to decide the fate 
of a nation merely because of hls 
birth or ‘divine right,’" he writes. 

"A proof of this Is that the czar 
rule, and the special way In which 
Wilhelm II liked to Incorporate the 
German kaiser Idea, were regarded 
for years ns something exceptional. 
But did even this system really repre- 
sent a form of rule In which the will 
of the crowned head alone governed? 

"It Is true that nowhere else would 
It have been possible for a great chan- 
cellor, like Bismarck, to have been 
dismissed because his dictatorial man- 
ner did not please a young prince, nor 
for the most efficient of his successors 
to have suffered the same fate be- 
cause he failed to regard the tactless 
Indiscretions of the ruler as the out- 
come of imperial wisdom. 

"But perhaps this personal rule was 
less the rule of one person than was 
generally believed. Was It not rather 
a good opportunity for a crowd of Ir- 
responsible courtiers to satisfy their 
lust for power In the shadow of the 
all-powerful majesty ; In peace the 
Junkers, and In war, the array com- 
manders? 

"And when we are told that for 
three years during the war, the Aus- 
trian senate was not summoned, so ns 
not to excite the old emperor, Franz 
Joseph, with home politics, It Is prob- 
able that the real reason was rather 
the minister’s desire for pence and 
quietness, who, by pointing out the 
necessity for the monarch’s well being 
provided for himself uncontrolled and 
imdisturbed rule. 

"Nowadays In countries where the 
Institution of ruler still exists the of- 
fice rather dlmlnkshes than increases 
the natural power of expansion of a 
personality. Among the kings now 
ruling in Europe there are some who 
are said to possess unusual abilities. 
But the most humble member of par- 
liament with a good pair of lungs has 
more influence than they. 

"It Is characteristic that the office 
which In free states substitutes the 
head of a monarchy. Is made to re- 
semble that of the crowned ruler by 
not having power but being a decora- 
tive figurehead and that a strong man 
like Poincare after being president 
had first to become prime minister to 
bring his political vision to account. 

"King Victor Emmanuel was re- 
ceived with the usual ceremony In 
Genoa, hls speech was listened to 
with respect and attention, hut when 
the Incident was over there was much 
greater Interest In what those men 
had to .say who really rule, such ns 
Lloyd George, Poincare, Tchltcherln 
and Itnthenau." 


He Did That Very Thing. 

One of the pleasures of Rev. John 
Gorman, superintendent of the Gi- 
bault Imme for boys in Indlanai, Is to 
watch the youngsters eat when they 
first come to the home. Many of them 
haven’t had a good meal for a long 
time, preceding their arrival at the 
home, and it takes quite a while to 
“get tlirm filled up’’ so that their ap- 
petites become normal again. 

But one little fellow, who arrived a 
few weeks ago, didn’t seem able 
to appeuse Ids hunger. Every meal 
he demanded 15 slices of bread. After 
a time the superintendent decided 
something was wrong and when the 
doctor next visited the home had him 
look at the youngster. 

The examination showed him In a 
good condition. At its close the doc- 
tor said to- the little fellow : “Why 
don’t you try leaving the table hun- 
gry some day?” 

A little pause, and then back came 
the startling answer, “I always do." — 
Indianapolis News. 


Remarkable Collection. 

A remarkable collection of pictures, 
which will he more highly prized ns 
years go by. Is the series of American 
nslronomlcal photographs which ex- 
Maj. Ernest Jones, army air service, 
has gathered during his 15 years in 
this w(»rk. Tliey cover the develop- 
ment of aeronautlc.s, particularly avia- 
tion. from 18113 to 1917. The 1,800 pho- 
tographs visualize the successive steps 
made by the Wright brothers, (Nirtlss, 
Thomas, Witteinan and other pioneers 
in this country. Some of these are the 
only pictures In existence of certain 
machines and events. “It is probable," 
says United States Air Service, “that 
this is the most complete collection of 
air phottjgraphs In America." — Ex- 
change. 


Electrification in Sweden. 

The Swedish guverniuent has been 
re(|uestcd to establish a model electri- 
fied farm to he located, if pi)sslhle, 
near Stockholm. 

In view of the fact that more than 
une-third of the agricultural Sweden is 
now elcotrltleil, It Is proposed that the 
model farm he as nearly lOt) i»er cent 
electrically operuteil us possible so that 
Swedish farmers who are now In a 
position to change horse for electric 
power, may he enabled to view <lem- 
imstratloiiH of h«'w "white coal" can 
he uHil'/ed In the country.

Rev. William H. Cobb, D. D., for 
thirty-five years librarian at the Con- 
gregational House, died Tuesday 
morning at his home in Newton Cen- 
tre Dr. Cobb was a native of Marlon 
and both his father. Rev. Leander 
Cobb, and his grandfather, Rev. Oliver 
Cobb, were ministers of the Congrega- 
tional Church at that town. He was 
educated at Amherst, and was grad- 
uated in the class of ’67, later speiid- 
j Ing a year at Princeton, though teach- 
ing school in between his college 
courses. He studied theology at the 
Andover Theological Seminary and 
following his ordination in 1872 he 
accepted a pastorate at Chillingworth. 
This was followed hy pastorates at 
Medfield and at Uxbridge. Dr. Cobh re- 
mained at the latter place for nine 
years and then accepted the post which 
he filled up to the time of his death. 

Amherst gave him the degree of 
D. D. in 1892. He published two hooks, 
“A Criticism of Systems of Hebrew 
Metres,’’ which won a prize from Ox- 
ford University, and “The Meaning 
of Church Unity.” Many articles from 
his pen were printed in The Journal 
of Biblical Literature, of which he was 
one of the editors. 1889-1915, The Bibli- 
otheca Saera and other magazines. He 
was Recording Secretary of the So- 
ciety of Biblical Literature and Ex- 
egisis 1890-1915 and an active member 
of the Harvard Biblical Club. 

Dr. Cobb is survived by his widow, 
w'ho was Emily Wiggins of Wilming- 
ton, Del.; and four children. Miss 
Anne Cobh of the Hindman Settlement 
School of Hindman, Ky.; Professor 
Charles W. Cobh of Amherst, Pro- 
fessor Edward S. Cohl) of Doshisgha 
University, Kyota, Japan; and Miss 
Mary B. Cobh.

Certain Foods Known In Asia 
Minor as Life Preserving. 


System of Diet of the Early World 
When People Lived for Hun* 
drede of Yeare. 

It may Interest readers to hear 
of a system of diet which Is that of 
the early world when people lived 
hundreds of years without growing 
pld. 1 heard of It while traveling in 
Asia Minor from an Armenian womim 
of sixty of very youthful appearance, 
writes M. B. Forbes In the Saturday 
Review. Traditions on diet and long 
had been preserved In her family 
from very ancient times. 

Her father had lived to one-hundred 
and fifty and her grandfather and her 
grandmother also. She attributed her 
youth to certain laws of diet and to 
a particular sweetmeat, a kind of 
Iweet paste, which she claimed was 
one of the foods of the patriarchs 
and enabled them to live to their 
great age. It prolongs youth and re- 
tards old age, and Is made from two 
of the life-preserving foods mixed 
with honey and other Ingredients. She 
believed that old oge and disease were 
due to unsuitable and wrong combina- 
tions of food and that a longer youth 
can be achieved by keeping as strictly 
as possible to the diet of the ancient 
world. 

She divided food Into three classes 
—the life giving, containing the prd- 
telds, fats onW carbohydrates ; the 
life preserving, only six in number; 
wine, olive oil, youhort (fermented 
milk), butter, honey and dates; and 
the life destroying, five In number, 
which should never be eaten, and con- 
sist of flesh of meat, tea, coffee, beer 
and spirits. Her own diet consisted 
of wholemeal bread, eggs, vegetables, 
some of each of these life-preserving 
foods, and lentils, and at the midday 
and evening meals some of the sweet- 
meat, the latter being a very essential 
part of the diet. She claims that It Is 
possible to maintain youth apd vigor 
up to a very long time on this diet. 

I have tried It now for seven 
month.s, eating only very little fish 
and fowl. I Imve grown much strong- 
er, my friends tell me I look much 
younger, and I have entirely got rid 
of a troublesome throat affection and 
cough which I suffered from for years 
and which I always feared would de- 
velop Into consumption. Medicine and 
an operation failed to do me any 
good, but this diet seems to have 
eliminated the germs from niy system, 
for I am entirely cured. 

There are such a number of systems 
nowadays that one Is apt to think 
very little of them, but I can testify 
tliat this system will yield the fullest 
results, only It must be conscientious- 
ly carried out, and. whatever else Is 
eaten, the life-destroying foods should 
he given up. 


Revenue From Trees. 

The United States forestry service 
Is endeavoring to get the cities and 
municipalities of the country into lino 
for the proper forestation of such lands 
as these organizations might own and 
control. The fact is deplored In a re- 
cent paper on the subject that less 
than one-half of the land owned or 
contndled by the cities of New York 
state Is properly cared for and made 
tojnay for the keep. 

Newhorg, which leads In the devel- 
opment of municipal lands, has been 
engaged for some time In the task of 
reforesting Its watershed so as to In- 
sure a supply of water and K) derive 
a futtire Income. This consists of 175 
acres, of which 18 acres have been re- 
forested. The work has been done hy 
securing the Interest of the school 
children, and each year 2CX1 boys and 
girls are taken to the country for the 
purpose of tree-planting. 


Burma Needs Farm Implements. 

Need for agricultural machinery In 
Burma is growing every year. With a 
population of 12,01X1,000, the growth of 
which Is not keeping pace with the 
new areas which are being put under 
cultivation and with a constantly In- 
creasing acreage of cultivated land^ 
there is an Insuftlcloncy of labor, and 
it is necessary to import farm labor- 
ers from India. Methods of farming 
are still primitive and the Introduction 
of modern Implements would do much 
toward relieving the shortage of labor. 
Implements for rice cultivation, simi- 
lar to those used In the Philippines, 
would find a ready sale. — Consul J. P. 
Mollltt, Rangoon. 


Makes Record Growth, 

A recent note in Selenco records 
what is believed to be the temperate 
zone record for a single season’s 
growth of a shoot of the tree type of 
the woody plant. This phenomenal 
shoot grew from the stump of a be- 
headed Paulownla and reached a 
height of 21 feet 0 Inches, a circum- 
ference of 10 Inches at the base and 
had 24 leaves, one of which, meas- 
ured late In July, was found to be 
38 Inches long In the largest dimen- 
sion.

EDITORIAL 


The favorable action of the Legis- 
lature on the so-called Adlow bill 
for a state wide expression of 
opinion on the wisdom of the 18th 
amendment to the Federal constitution 
and on a modification of the Volstead 
act is not creditable to the Repub- 
lican party which Is in power at the 
state house. The referendum is abso- 
lutely useless for there is no author- 
ity In law to Instruct our United States 
Senators and Congressmen In this 
manner. It would be a mere expres- 
sion of opinion and if, by any chance, 
that opinion would be in favor of a 
repeal of the 18th amendment and a 
modification of the Volstead act, Mas- 
sachusetts would be the laughing 
stock of the entire country. We be- 
lieve the vote of the Legislature on 
the Adlow bill, which by the way was 
secured by a combination of a few Re- 
publicans (who ought to have known 
better) and the solid Democratic 
strength of the House, and Senate. — 
plays directly Into the hands of the 
Democratic party and will he plainly 
manifest in the primaries and elections 
of 1924. 

Notwithstanding the continued high 
prices of labor and mat'^rials, there is 
a large amount of biilldinc: construc- 
tion going on in this city. With some 
relief from the too rigid requirements 
of our Building Code, we believe that 
building would nearly double within 
a year.

I >DFR TIIF GILDED DOME 

AVhilc the amount of unfinished husl- 
ness h 'fore the Legislature is coniparn- 
tlvely small, some of It is of the ut- 
most importance to the taxpayers of 
the Commonwealth. The situation in 
regard to the national hank taxes is 
most critical and Involves millions of 
dollars in taxes. In brief, it is prin- 
cipally caused by the passage of the 
Income tax In 1916, which taxed only 
the Income from capital employed in 
loaning money except the capital of 
trust companies and national banks. 
Under ‘Federal law, a state can tax 
national hanks on the same basis as it 
taxes other capital engaged In competi- 
tion with national banks. Thus be- 
fore the income tax, we taved the capi- 
tal of national banks, as well ns simi- 
lar capital In the hands of our citizens 
(that is to say we taxed what ws 
could find of such capital.) This com- 
plied with the Federal law and was 
lawful. Since 1916, however we have 
continued to tax the capital of nat'.unal 
hanks, as before, hut we have taxed 
only the income from other capital. 
Suits brought by the national banks 
to recover taxes which are claimed as 
Illegally assessed are now pending and 
undoubtedly will be decided In favor 
of the banks and while only one hank 
has sued for all taxes paid since 1916, 
others are sueing for such years as the 
statute of limitations allow. Newton’s 
share of the bank tax last year was 
some $133,000 and if such taxes should 
be assessed on an income and not a 
capital basis, we would lose about 80% 
of that amount. All in all it is a puzzl- 
ing question and one which will un- 
doubtedly delay prorogation for some 
time to come. 

The big interest this week on Beacon 
hill was the action of the Senate on 
Tuesday on the three liquor bills, viz 
— the Adlow bill for a state wide ref- 
erendum on the 18th amendment and 
the A'clstead act, — the Shea resolve to 
memorialize Congress for a higher 
alcoholic content than 1% in de- 

fining intoxicating liquor and the bill 
for a better enforcement of the liquor 
law in the state of Massachusetts. The 
first two measures were considered 
wet and the last dry. and yet the Sen- 
ate gave a favorable vote on all three. 
Senator Rice, who is still confined to 
the house by illness was paired on the 
dry side of each of these bills. 

The Adlow bill was before the House 
on Monday and was passed by a vote 
of 113 to 94. practically the same mar- 
gin as that of the previous stage. 
Representative Saltonstall again voted 
with the solid Democratic party and 
some 50 Republicans for the bill and 
Representative Early and the writer 
in opposition. The debate before the 
House was enlivaiied by an amendment 
offered by Mr. Hull which merely 
called for an expression by the people 
on tho question of whether or not the 
18th amendment should he enforced. 
This amendment which was defeated 
by a vote of 79 to 133, all three New- 
ton men voting in opposition, may 
have prevented a larger dry vote on 
the main bill. It certainly did not do 
the dry cause any good. 

There has also been several roll calls 
this week in the House over the ques- 
tion of requiring contractors on public 
work to pay the prevailing rate of 
wages to laborers in all such work. 
AVhile the bill was apparently fair. It 
was pointed out that it would raise 
serious questions in cases where one 
town paid 45 cents an hour and an ad- 
joining town paid 58 or 60 cents an 
hour, particularly if streets or bridges 
were in progress of construction be- 
tween tho.se places. It seemed wiser 
therefore to defeat the hill, although 
it was first favored by a vote of 103 
to 90 and later defeated by a vote of 
105 to 94. 

Bills to increase the salaries of 
judges and clerks of the distrirt 
courts have been passed this week 
under which Judge Bacon of the New- 
ton court will receive a ten percent 
increase in salary. 

The House ha.s adopted an order 
which declares next week to lie the 
last week of the session. Possibly.

FORM Ell RESIDENT HONORED 

Dr. Ooorgo K. Burgess, Chlof of the 
Division of Motnlurgy, Bureau of 
Standards, has boon appointed by 
President Harding Director of the Bu 
roan of Standards, succeeding Dr. 
Sanuiel AA’. Stratton, who left last De- 
cember 31 to become president of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy. 

The new Director of the Bureau of 
Standards comes from Massachusetts, 
where he graduated from the Institute 
of Technology in 1896. He has been 
with the Bureau of Standards since 
1903. 

By his thorough training and exten- 
sive experience in scientific affairs Dr. 
Burgess is believed by the administra- 
tion to he well equipped to take 
charge of the big huronu which 
through steady growth has attained a 
highly responsible place, not only in 
the machinery of government, but as 
a scientific aid to the American peo- 
ple. 

Born in Newton in 1874, the son of 
the late Charles A. Burgess. Dr. Bur- 
gess received his early education here, 
later getting his first college degree 
from M. I. T. For two years after 
graduation he assisted in the Insti- 
tute. instructing in physics. From 
there he went to Paris, where after 
graduate work he received the degree 
of doctor of science from the Universi- 
ty of Paris. Dr. Burgess, returning 
to America, was instructor at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan for one year, at 
the University of California for two 
years, following which he came to 
AV’ashington in 1903 to enter the Bu- 
reau of Standards. Placed in charge 
of pyrometry, or the science of heat 
measurement. Dr. Burgess developed 
this work, out of which grew later the 
division of metalurgy. established in 
1913. with one man. That division, of 
which Dr. Burgess was chief before 
his appointment to-day, grew steadily 
in size and usefulness, until now it 
has a personnel of fifty-three men. 

Dr. Burgess is a member of a num- 
ber of scientific bodies. He is president 
of the American Society for Testing 
Materials and a member of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, the 
American Physical Society, the Ameri- 
can Society for Steel Treating, the 
American Institute for Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers, the Iron and 
Steel Institute of Great Britain, and 
the AA’’ashington Academy of Sciences. 

Dr. Burgess is also a member of the 
National Research Council and rep- 
resents the Department of Commerce 
on the American Engineering Stand- 
ards Committee, a national organiza- 
tion on preparing of standards of en- 
gineering materials and practices. He 
is a member of the Cosmos Club, 

Miss Clara A. Burgess of Newton- 
ville is a sister of Dr. Burgess. 


KILL THE “SKEE'r” 

The following circular issued by the 
Board of Health of Brookline gives 
much valuable advice on the suppres- 
sion of mosquitoes. Let us heed it. 

Alosquitoes breed only in water, 
either fresh or polluted. They do not 
breed in grass; hut rank grasses, 
weeds, and other forms of plant life 
afford a safe shelter for tlie adult in- 
sects, It is therefore desiral)Ie that 
rank weeds and grasses be closely 
cut. 

Inspection by the Health Depart- 
ment has shown that there are many 
mosquito breeding receptacles to be 
found in hack yards, vacant lots, al- 
leys, areas in and about stables, sheds, 
and the space underneath verandas, 
such as barrels, garbage buckets, 
tubs, pails, water-troughs, glazed 
flower pots, cans, bottles, and boxes. 
These receptacles should he emptied 
of water and should he broken and 
liuried, or removed to the public 
dump. 

If a barrel, liucket, or other recep- 
tacle must contain water, it should 
1)6 emptied and washed out every few 
days; or covered, or screened tightly 
to prevent the entrance or exit of 
mosquitos. 

Residents leaving Newton for the 
summer are requested to tlioroughly 
cleanse the house garbage bucket and 
place it empty in the house cellar. It 
should never he left standing with wa- 
ter in it, either in or outside the house 
during the mosquito season. Garbage 
receptacles placed in the earth, par- 
ticularly the outer case, are found to 
contain water. These receptacles 
should he properly drained. 

Mouse gutters frequently become 
ol)structed and defective. Tliey should 
lie cleaned and straightened that they 
may drain thoroughly. 

Stable cellars very often contain 
stagnant water. These cellars sliould 
he thoroughly drained. 

Catch basins, cesspooLs. and stag- 
nant water should ue oiled every two 
weeks. Use one ounce of oil to every 
ten square feet of water surface. 

The suppression of mosquitoes is 
furthered l)y efilclent drainage or till- 
ing of wet areas. Oil can bo used 
where draining or tilling is impracti- 
cable. 

Trouble from mosquitoes about 
your house indicates standing water 
either on or closely adjacent to your 
premises.

Whereas: — It has been brought to 
our attention that a petition to Con- 
gress is being circulated by the Antl- 
Volstoad Lcagne and the Women’s 
Liberty League, to bring back the use 
of wine and beer. 

Resolved: — That the Newton Com- 
munity Club stands firmly for the 
maintenance of the law of the land, 
In particular for the upholding of the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead Act by which that Amendment 
Is rendered effective, and that we 
deprecate the present attitude of our 
own Commonwealth, by which Massa- 
chusetts with but two other States re- 
fuses to take part In the enforcement 
of this Amendment; 

Resolved: — That our Legislative 
Committee he requested and empow- 
ered to carry this resolution to the 
coming meeting of the Newton Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs, in the hope 
that It may in turn be presented to 
the State Federation, to enlist and 
to maintain the active interest and 
support of all the Intelligent and 
public-spirited women of the State. 

As a practical suggestion, we rec- 
ommend that every woman Inform 
herself on the subject by reading, 

1. The speech of Senator Morris 
Sheppard on Sept. 29, 1922, published 
In the Congressional Record of that 
date. 

2. The pamphlet, “Hold Fast Amer- 
ica,” which is the result of the In- 
vestigation of Gifford Gordon, of 
Australia, on the operation of prohib- 
ition in the United States. 

3. The special article, “Three 
Years of Prohibition” in the Outlook 
of March 21, 1923.

Several past presidents of 
the club, Mrs. Thomas Elwell, Mrs. 
George W. St. .Viiiant, Mrs. Walter A. 
Beedle, and Mrs. Bernard Early, made 
brief speeches which were enthusiasti- 
cally received. Mrs. Robert Gorton, a 
former president, and Mrs. George G, 
Phipps, honorary vice-president, were 
also present. The luncheon tables were 
prettily decorated with pink curna- 
tlons, and beautiful bouquets of the 
same flowers were presented to the 
retiring officers. Mrs. Wells, the re- 
tiring president, passed the gavel to 
her successor with congrutululiona 
and best wishes, and Mrs. McDonald 
responded in a most gracious manner. 


Club interest is focussed on the an- 
nual meting of the Newton Federation 
each year as the first week In May 
comes around. Wednesday’s meeting 
at Newtonville was fully up to the 
standard of previous years, and the 
reports of work done and more still 
to be done were listened to with keen 
interest. ,A new feature the past year 
has been that of the Federation’s be- 
ing the guest of some club on the 
occasion of each meeting. This time 
the Newtonville Woman’s Club played 
hostess and a hearty welcome was giv- 
en the guests by the hostess presi- 
dent, Mrs. E. L. Gardiner.

Investigation of movies has 
been carried on, billboards have been 
followed up, traffic regulations investi- 
gated, and the need for increased play- 
grounds considered. Mrs. Harry Tyler) 
chairman of the Education committee, 
reported work with the aldermen for 
the closing of Elm road to traffic dur- 
ing certain hours of the day, work for 
better lighting facilities in the school 
buildings, a survey of school lunch 
rooms, and much co-operation with the 
schools, and certainly a much wider 
knowledge of them and of their needs 
on the part of the members of the 
committee.

Mr. J.,ane, and others so 
hard to replace, and having a superin- 
tendent that through It all could keep 
our schools up to such a high stand- 
ing, we should consider well before 
we criticize. I doubt if there Is an- 
other school in the country with such 
a record. 

As for our school hoard. I have had 
many occasions to call upon them and 
have always met with the most court- 
eous replies. .Never have I felt that 
their business was behind closed 
doors. 

The foremost educators of the 
country are advocating Junior High 
Schools and all large educational cen- 
ters have them. 

I think that our clubs should take 
more interest in our schools and keep 
parents informed of the real facts.

( HINA (HAMiKNGES AMERK’A 

One of the moat Inspiring of the 
many Interesting events held at Cen- 
tral Church, Xewtonvlllo. this winter 
was the church supper Inst Friday 
night under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Harold T. Sherman. This proved to 
he a community affair, many friends 
and noighliors from other churches 
coming to participate in the hospital- 
ity of Central Church nnd to hear 
Rev. I^. Brewer Kddy who has just 
returned from a trip to the Orient 
under the auspices of the American 
Board. 

Mr. Kddy had with him his inter- 
preter, Mr. Chew, n very talented 
young man, secretary of the A’. M. C. 
A. in {’hina. who is in this country 
to study industrial relations. 

At Mr. Kddy’s request, Mr. Chew 
told briefly of conditions in Chinn. 

"At this moment,” ho said, "China 
la facing a very serious situation In 
which there is spt'cial need of 
Christianity. In all her 5,000 years 
of existence she has never lieen in so 
serious condition. This la due to the 
fact that China is at present going 
through the various phases of civili- 
zation which have taken the Western 
nations centuries to achieve. 

"As a result, the present condition 
of China is one of turmoil. There 
are labor Iroulilea in China as there 
are in America, due to the sudden in- 
troduction of modern equipment nnd 
methods. China, however, has had no 
experience witli these methods and 
she is looking to the Western world 
and especially to the TTnited States 
for guidance.” 

Mr. Chew spoke of the various fac- 
tories and industrial plants which he 
has visited in the l^nlto'^ States in a 
hopeful way. saying that he had often 
found that employers were seeking 
the best good of their employees, and 
that he was convinced that modern 
industries might be made character 
building institutions. 

Preceding Mr, Chew’s analysis of 
China he pretended that his audience 
was a Chinese one and interpreted for 
Mr. Eddy is one of the latter’s welcom- 
ing speeches. He then turned the 
tables and demanded that Mr. Eddy 
interpret for him which Mr. Eddy did. 
causing much merriment. 

After the supper and the speeches 
of Mr. Eddy and Mr. Chew and a few 
words from Mr. Lichliter relative to 
the plans of the church for next year, 
the audience adjourned to the room 
upstairs where Mr. Eddy showed 
slides illustrating his recent trip 
through China. 

The spectator was impressed with 
a sense of the greatness of the land, 
of its physical harriers, and of the 
courage and persistence of the Chin- 
ese. It is these traits which, when 
they are once converted to Christian- 
ity. make the Chinese valuable adher- 
ents of the Christian religion. 

Mr. Eddy showe<l pictures of the 
leaders of Xew China and told of 
their wonderful influence for good. 
A great and glorious future lies be- 
fore China if she can only be guided 
in the right Avay. 

He concluded by telling the dra- 
matic story of Mary MacLure. 

Mt. Holyoke graduate who with 
Smith college graduate and a Chinese 
interpreter visited the fortress of a 
group of bandits and so saved an en- 
tire Chinese village from destruction

The IT. S. Government Savings 
System is iK'rmanent institution. Be 
ginning as a helper in raising money 
to carry on the war It grew rapidly 
[ind finally developetl into a real neces- 
sity.

So a new savings security 
was devised and the U. S. Govern- 
ment Savings System was created and 
made a permanent part of the 
Treasury’s fiscal policy. 

The new system not only sells the 
new savings certificates hut is conduet- 
Ing a nation-wide campaign to en- 
courage savings and to discourage the 
tenileiicy toward taking chances with 
all the take Investments that are of- 
fered by sharpers and swindlers who 
deal in bogus stocks and other worth- 
less securities. In a brief hut interest- 
ing form the Government Savings 
System tells what it is doing in a 
booklet recently issued. It is sent 
free to anyone who is interested 
enough to write to the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington for it.

AIIL CASEY DEAD 


I 


Mr. John P. Casey, headmaster 
emeritus of the Boston English High 
School, and for many years a resident 
^ of Newtonville, died at the Brooks 
‘ Hospital at midnight Wednesday. He 
retired In 1915 after 43 years of active 
service. 

Mr. Casey, during his active service, 

• had graduated some 10,000 boys. 

Between 1872 and 1915 he saw the 
school’s pupil population Increase 
from 375 to 2200. He had to face the 
problem of the floods of Immigration — 

^ the confusion of different races, each 

• with a tradition different from that of 
the other, and from his own^ many 
with but a scanty knowledge *f Eng- 
lish, hampered In their work by the 
fact that they lived In poverty. 

I He had to educate these races in 
^ harmony, to Inculcate an American 
point of view and to harmonize the 
American point of view with the old 
racial tradition and make the pupils 
understand that In these racial tra- 
'dltlons He the possibility of tremend- 
ous contribution to America. 

How well he succeeded he revealed 
unwittingly in a remark made at the 
, time of his retirement. 

“I think,” he said, “that there are at 
least 500 Hebrew boys In the English 
High School at the present time who 
are working and supporting them- 
selves outside the school, and often 
they are the main support of the fam- 
ily. And most of these boys were not 

• born In this country and had to learn 
the English language after they came 
here. 

“Some of these boys are pioneers in 
^ the true sense of the word, for they 
came here ahead of their fathers and 
mothers and have worked their own 
way as newsboys and bootblacks or in 
some other way, and, besides educating 
themselves, they are. sending money 
home to their parents or preparing the 
way to bring the parents to this coun- 
. try. We’ve never had anything like 
that In this country before. Out of 14 
Franklin medals awarded a year ago, 
I think 11 went to these boys.” 

• Mr. Casey, who was in his 78th year, 
was born in Bedford, of old American 
stock. His great-grandmother as a 
young girl, was an eyewitness of the 
Battle of Lexington. Her grandfather, 
who was 80 years old at the time, was 
one of the men flghting. 

Mr. Casey was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1868, having taught school one 
' winter in North Weymouth, then 
known as old Spain. After his gradua- 
tion he taught one year at Weston and 
three years at Canton, where he was a 
master at the high school. Then he 
. came to the English High School. In 
' ^*'01 ho became the school’s head- 

.Tmlg.®**- 

In thl905 he charged publicly that cer- 
twen 3oston busincss Arms dlscrlminat- 
gainst certain races when they 
. came to hire employees. These Arms, 
he said, placed certain restrictions 
when they asked about the records of 
pupils at English High School. Mr. 
Casey’s public answer was: 

• “Each student In this schol stands 
wholly upon his record as a pupil. We 
are ignorant of other distinctions.” 

“City schools,” he wrote in 1907, “Need 
properly equipped playgrounds. Nearly 
all athletic sports take place out of 
doors and while In consequence of 
their youth and flne physical condition, 
’most young athletes are able to endure 
present conditions, some suffer from 
the lack of opportunities properly to 
care for themselves after vigorous ex- 

“The effect of the growth of athletics 
In secondary schools has been bene- 
ficial In that It has compelled school 
authorities to enact and enforce legis- 
lation for the proper direction of these 
sports. Athletics left to themselves 
. were developing along lines which did 
not promote scholarship, a spirit of 
sportsmanship and fair play, high 
sense of honor and even common hon- 
esty.” 


Mr. Casey was a former member of 
the Newton Club and of the American 
Whist Club of Boston. He was an ex- 
pert whist player. 

Mr. Casey was married first to Miss 
Elizabeth Crull Puffer of Watertown. 
His second wife, who survives him, 
was Miss Angie Longley, and there 
also are three daughters, Mrs. Fred- 
erick H. Baker of Worcester, and 
Miss Sallie F. Casey and Miss Mary 
Puffer Casey, both of Newtonville.

At the afternoon session the wish 
for more unification of the clubs was 
expressed and the request made that 
the club year books might not be 
printed until September that the full 
program of the Federation meetings 
might be included in them.

TELL OF PREHISTORIC TIMES 

Univeralty of Chicago Professor Reads 

History in Specimens Thousands 
of Centuries Old. 

Enormous ferns, gigantic rushes and 
club mosses and strange-looking trees, 
many of them more than 100 feet In 
height and with needles of two or 
three yards length, and a host of In- 
sects, among which huge dragon files 
and cockroaches apparently predom- 
inated, once inhabited a swamp at 
Braldwood, III., according to Adolf 
0. Noe, professor of peleobotany at 
the University of Chicago. 

Professor Noe reconstructed this 
picture of the vegetation and animal 
life of prehistoric times from fossil- 
ized remains found In Skinner mine 
No. 2, In the Braldwood district, fifty- 
seven miles southeast of Chicago. 

“The Braldwood mine,” Professor 
Noe stated, “Is now the best place 
to find fossils In northern Illinois and 
has somewhat replaced the famous 
Mnzon creek deposits In popularity 
with collectors. 

“Tlie coal Is found at a depth of 
forty-nine feet and directly above It 
Is a grayish shale which the miners 
call soapstone, and which contains 
round calcareous stones. If you crack 
these stones with a hammer they split 
Into half like a sandwich, and on the 
Inside of each half you see the Im- 
pression oX fern leaves and other 
plants of the coal era. Also Insects, 
fishes, crawfish and other small In- 
habitants of land, water and air are 
found, but the plants are most pre- 
dominant. 

“A considerable number of plant spe- 
cies can be listed from Braldwood 
and we are able to reconstruct In our 
Imaginations a lively picture of the 
vegetation of these long, bygone days. 

“There was once In Braldwood a 
swamp which stretched far east, west 
and south, and which was Inhabited 
by enormous ferns, gigantic rushes and 
club mosses, and strange-looking trees 
which had nee<lles of two or three 
yards length. Many of the trees of 
that time must have been more than 
100 feet In height, as we can judge 
from the size of the trunk and leaves. 

“The animal population of these 
swamps contained small reptiles, am- 
phibia, fishes and a host of insects, 
among which enormous dragon-flies 
and gigantic cockroaches seem to 
have been predominant. There were 
no butterflies, no warm-blooded ani- 
mals, no birdllke reptiles, no flowers. 
Probably the only colors which living 
nature provided were green, brown, 
yellow and black. The sounds were 
the croaking of froglike amphibia and 
the noise produced by cockroaches and 
dragon-flies; no singing of birds, no 
chirping of crickets. 

“A strange world I Of the enormous 
vegetable ma.sses which fell Into those 
swamps the coal beds were formed, 
and 1(K),000,(X)0 years passed away be- 
fore man came and ultimately utilized 
again the sunlight and heat which had 
been stored up In these millions of 
tons of coal.” 


“Ads” on Postage Stamps. 

Advertisements, reports the West- 
minster Gazette, are to appear on the 
back of British postage stamps and 
on the walls of tlie post office, accord- 
ing to a statement by Mr. Kellaway, 
the postmaster general, at the 1020 
club. Mr. Kellaway hopes to derive 
a substantial revenue from the inno- 
vation, stating that he was “not go- 
ing to plaster the post office with ad- 
vertisements, or have advertisements 
on tlie back of stamps, unless there 
was a decent return to be got out 
of It.” 

He stated that the post office had 
Invited tenders from contractors for 
these advertisements. The Westmin- 
ster Gazette understands that the ad- 
vertisements will be affixed to the 
stamps before the gum is applied. 

Althougli the work of obtaining ad- 
vertisements and fixing the terms Is 
to be delegated to contractors, the 
notices will liave to be approved by 
the postmaster general. It Is under- 
stood that all classes of advertise- 
ments except those dealing with alco- 
holic liquors w’lll be accepted for ap- 
proval. 


Whisky Not Necessity of Life. 

Whisky is not a necessity of life, 
even for a Scotclnnan in the tropics, 
according to a decision reached in the 
courts of Nairobi, Kanya Colony, 
East Africa, jTYter lengthy legal argu- 
ments, reports the London Express 
correspondent. 

The question arose over a case in 
which a grocery store sued a minor 
for goods supplied. The law says 
that the omy debts which can be re- 
covered from minors are those in- 
curred in supplying the necessities of 
life. The <lebt In question included 
an item of three bottles of whisky. It 
was argued for the prosecution that 
as the minor was a Scotchman living 
in the tropics whisky was a necessity, 
but his arguments were overridden, 
and an order made for the debt, minus 
the value of the three bottles.

riie ship w’UH procofsllng swifly In 
good weather about dawn wlien the 
lookout sighted a large school of por- 
poises ahead. 

Instead of proceeding us usual in 
one direction In orderly fa.shlon, 
describing an occasional graceful arc 
in the air, the fish plunged madly in 
all directions, leaping straight In the 
air and lashing the water to foam. As 
they became aware of the presence 
of the slilp they quickly gathered 
clo.sely about It, as though for pro- 
tection, swimming rapidly alongside to 
keep pace with It. 

Their number was estimated at 200, 
the Iargi*.st school any of the crew had 
ever seen. 

Suddenly a number of huge black 
shadows were noted stealing up on the 
school from behind. The sinister dorsal 
fin occasionally appearing above the 
water proclaimed tlieni to be sharks. 
They gained steadily and finally 
plunged among tlie porpoises. In- 
stantly the terror of the latter again 
became apparent as they strove madly 
to escape In all directions. 

In their confusion they dived wildly 
against the side of the ship. Some 
were struck by tlie on-ru.shing bow.

One after anotlier of the frantic por- 
poises was ripped by the teeth of the 
pursuing monsters, and left to* be con- 
sumed Inter at leisure.

For an hour after, the porpoises 
clung to the ship.

Giving Up the Game. 

Twenty tliousand people committed 
suicide lust year in the United States, 
wlilch fact seems to be a reflection 
upon our well-ordered life, writes Wil- 
liam Allen White in Judge.

We may be 
luingry, we may be forsaken, we may 
be cold, sick, unlovely and unloved, and 
yet it would seem tliat the dally story 
of life about ii.s, tlie great tragic 
events tliat are looming before us In 
Europe and in Asia, and the great 
comedy that .should cramp our sides 
with anguished laughter here in Anior- 
icn, sliould hold us tightly upon this 
planet. Yet 20,000 of us have volun- 
tarily g(»t up and walked out, left tlie 
sliow cold and fiat and for what? 
Perhaps they are going to the big 
sliow, perhaps they are only going to 
bed. But they are missing a mighty 
good tiling, nevertlieless. The spin- 
ning world never before has held so 
mucli to charm tlie eye and engross 
the soul as It liolds today. 


Hospital for Plants. 

A hospital for plants Is the latest 
device, designed by an ingenious Eng- 
lishman, for the aid and comfort of 
lovers of flowers, who are often dis- 
tressed at sight of their favorite 
plants ailing and dying from maladies 
for wliich they know no cure. When 
a sick plant is brought to the hospital, 
it is immeillately exanilHed and sent 
to tlie room prepared for Its case. If 
it Is suffering from a cold It is tended 
with heat ; if it has become anaemic 
from an excess of solar rays, it goes 
tlirougli a freezing treatment. The 
unwholesome branches are removed, 
while those that are anaemic are fed. 

It seems that certain plants arc 
very nervous. Some easily get neuras- 
thenic, while their neighbors show un- 
denialile symptons of hysteria. But 
special managements permit the appli- 
cation to each of them of the treat- 
ment it requires. 


UNKNOWN PEOPLES OF AFRICA

tonisliment. for it was suppo.sed that 
in the warm atmosphere of Madeira 
people did not tile from such affec- 
tions, lint were cureil of them. 

Tlie netl»m of tlie sun Is, however, 
not uniformly beneficent, and ninny 
pliyslelans distrust Its last rays when 
it Is illsjippearlng on the horizon. It 
is well known that in warm countries 
people provide against the sudden 
lowering tlie temperature which 
then occurs. 

Thus, in all churches in Rome they 
sing the Angelus an hour before sun- 
set to warn all tliose outiloors to take 
the nec'essary precautions. 


Life-Saving Watercyole. 

A wntercyele lia.s been invenfed by 
a Wisconsin man wlileli can be lvsimI 
for life-saving purposes or us a pleas- 
ure (Tiift for liatliers. The frame is 
made of aluminum tubing and is of 
knockdown construollon, held togollier 
by iliuniliserewH. Buoyancy is suii- 
plled by two air-Infiated tubes, In 
lialloon-cloth cases, which slip over 
the slile tubes of the frame. The 
watercyole is forced througli the wa- 
ter by a gear-ilrlven propeller wlilcli 
is operated liy liicycle pedals, the uia- 
cliine being steered by a rudder and 
handlebar.

Race of Beings Who Are Said to 
Live In the Trees, Among 
Those Enumerated. 

In a part of unknown Africa a race 
of tree beings are said to exist, who 
live in the tops of the trees and are 
sheltered from enemies by the dense 
foliage.

They are singularly 
timid and fleet at the sight of stran- 
gers. 

As mysterious Is the race of glgan. 
tic natives In the unknown deserts 
north of Uaso Nylro and the Lorlan 
swamp, East Africa. This strange 
race Is known by tradition to the na- 
tives now Inhabiting the land west of 
the Juba In the north and the Tana 
In the south. Their name appears to 
be “the Maanthlnle,” and tradition 
has it they are Christians, and orig- 
inally came from Abyssinia. 

Until pestilence and native wars 
broke them they ore said to have cul- 
Uvated large areas, used Irrigation to 
raise crops, owned camels and lived 
in great circular houses, the huge 
stones of which testify to their 
strength. 


FOOD IN FIFTEENTH CENTURY 


Beer and Salt Fish Inseparable Com> 

panions, According to Household 
Books of the Period. 

In the Fifteenth century, provisions 
for a noble household had to be on 
hand for a long while In advance, 
for stores were not convenient to the 
great estates. Breakfast Is only one 
of the excitements chronicled In “The 
Pflstons and Their England: Studies 
In an Age of Transition,” by H. S. 
Bennett, but it was an extraordinary 
menu that began the day In the period 
of the Wars of the Roses. In the 
Northumberland Household Book Mar- 
garet Paston prescribes this meal “for 
the Nurcy, for my Lady Margaret, and 
Master Ingerara Percy. Item a Man- 
chet a Qiiarte of Bere a Dysch of 
Butter a Pece of Saltflsh a Dysch of 
Sproitts.” My Ladls Gentlywomen, 
however, fared more simply: “Item a 
Loof of Brede a Pottell of Bere a 
Pece of Snltfl.sh.” 

Throughout beer Is the faithful 
companion of salt fish. Before Lent 
It was necessary for Margaret Pas- 
ton to order fish by the “horse load” 
and quantities of eels. Luxuries came 
from overseas, and she frequently re- 
quested her absent menfolk to send 
home spices of all sorts. “I pray you 
that you will vouchsafe to send me 
another sugar loaf, for my old one Is 
done.” 


Alfred Founded British Navy. 

It was King Alfred the Great who 
founded the English navy. Toward 
the end of his reign the navy is said 
to Iiave consisted of about 30d vessels, 
which were stationed on the east, west, 
and south coasts of the kingdom ; and 
this system of stationing squadrons 
at different parts of the coast may be 
said to be in force today, though mod- 
ern naval science lias now substituted 
destroyers and submarines for the ves- 
sels of Alfred’s day. With such ships 
King Alfred, the founder of the “blue- 
water school” of sailors, scoured the 
narrow seas so effectually that no In- 
vader dared approach, and he asserted 
such dominion In British waters that 
at last no pirate or sea-rover was to 
be found In them. A further advance 
in warship building belongs to the 
reign of Edward III, in the Fourteenth 
century. The vessel most used was 
called a “cog,” a word from which we 
get our “cogswaln,” or “coxswain,” the 
master of one of those “cogs.” 


Turkish Capital’s Tragic History, 
Constantinople, the capital of the 
Moslem empire, received Its name In 
the year 330, when the city was for- 
mally dedicated as the seat of the 
eastern empire by Constantine the 
Great, after whom It was named. 
The site of the city was that of the 
ancient Byzantium, which had been 
founded by Byzas and a colony of 
Megarians In 667 B. C. It was allied 
first with the Greek.s and later with 
the Romans, but rebelled against the 
latter, was besieged for two years and 
finally laid In ruins. For over a cen- 
tury It remained practically unlnhab» 
Ited, until Constantine selected It as 
the capital of the empire, destroying 
all heathen temples and replacing 
^hem with the edifices of the new 
faith. In May, 14M, the city was 
taken by Mahomet II and the 'Turk 
has held it ever since. 


Hsrbal Remedies 

Most of the old remedies pre- 
scribed by the herbalists of the Six- 
teentli and Seventeenth centuries 
contained some element which was 
extremely dttficult to secure, such as 
“tlie fat of a mountain mouse'* or 
“the pouuded residue of a swallow's 
nest," while the greater number of 
them were always taken with red 
or white wine. 

Tlie t>eony was said to be etfica- 
clous for healing diseases at night, 
whereas, if the gatherer sliould chance 
to he seen by a woodpecker, he “riskeil 
the loss of his eyesight.” The early 
root-gatherers were anxious to dis- 
courage competitors In their art, and 
.^herefure made it as dangerous us 
they could fur anyone to obtain the 
“simples'’ in the right way.

master of Boston Latin School, repre- 
sentatives of the Headmasters’ Asso- 
ciation; and William H. Sylvester, 
teacher, head of the Latin department, 
and H. M. Wright, teacher, head of the 
mathematics departnient, representing 
the faculty. 

In the eulogy Rev. Ashley Day Lea- 
vitt of Harvard Congregational Church 
Brookline, who officiated, declared that 
Mr. Casey was never merely a 
pedagogue. Mr. Casey shaped and 
molded the lives of his pupils and even 
after graduation, however so long, his 
ardent interest in them continued 
through their lives unabated." 

The prominence of Mr. Casey as a 
Mason, in which he wiis a 32d degree 
member, was recounted by the 
speaker. 

The Boston school officials were 
largely represented. Among those 
present were members of the School 
Board, city officials, headmasters of 
various schools, teachers, and a great 
body of former pupils of the noted for- 
mer headmaster.

Hospital last June, a new feature was 
introduced, scholarships were awarded 
These wore provided by our Associr- 
tion and were presented to the nurses 
by our PresMent, Mrs. Talbot.- The 
first award $125. was made to Miss Ger- 
trihle Nelson of the graduating class; 
the second $75, to Miss Mollie Kirstead 
of the second class; the (bird $50. to 
Miss Grace Robertson of the third 
class. These prizes are not offered as 
rewards for expected service so much 
as a token of appreciation for earnest 
work beyond the mere call of duty. 

On November 20th, the Association 
held an Auction Bridge at. Brae Burn 
(’ountry Clul). which netted the Associ- 
tion $490.00. Miss Allen the new suner- 
intendent was the guest of honor. Mrs. 
Frances Burr Mitchell by her delight- 
ful songs added much to the enjoy- 
ment of the guests. 

The sterilizer purchased this year 
for the hospital has already proved a 
great comfort. 

Wo have donated to the hospital 20 
dozen sheets and 20 dozen pillow cases. 

With the opening of the new ward — 
Porter Ward, came the need of furnish- 
ings. We have given $1000 to com- 
pletely furnish the seven new bed- 
rooms of this ward. 

Mrs. l.ovell introduced Mrs. George 
W. St. Amant, President of the Newton 
District Nursing Association who re- 
ported that they had completed a quar- 
ter of a century of service, had 850 
annual subscribers.

Tmlay our New- 
ton nurses are to be found In six 
countries and twenty-eight states. 
Miss Allen has visions of a new plant, 
a modernized kitchen, food conveyor, 
satisfactory sinks and hoppers, rugs, 
bookcases, etc. X-Ray dressings rooms 
for patients, n now roof to subway 
from Ehlrldge to Founders and more 
rooms for patients. Thu.s the Hospital 
Aid secs a big year’s work ahead. 

With a few words of introduction 
ISIrs. Lovell presented Mr. Robert W. 
Kelso, head of the Boston Council of 
Social Agencies, whose subject, "The 
Hospital as a Social Service Agency’’ 
proved most Interesting and timely. 
"Tlio hospital is the middle link be- 
tween the hospital bed and the work- 
bench. The thing making the hospital 
inon< efficient Is its social service." 
The hospital must connect with the 
home, so long ns you take It out of 
the home, you diminish Its service to 
the community. The centre of good 
citizenship Is good health. ' Public edu- 
cational systoin should he connected 
right up with the hospital as Its great 
point of contact. The hospital should 
bo the great health centre to load the 
public In the way It should go, to keep 
Itself fit. Social work Is inarticulate 
today and can not get along without 
public opinion. Hospital Social Service 
should function up with every organi- 
zation in the community. What Is the 
Newton Hospital doing In human fac- 
tors? What are the human values ac- 
complished there? Medicine never 
made a hcfpltal and never will." 

A delicious luncheon In charge of 
Mrs. G. W. St. Ainnnt and a social 
hour followed the lecture uiul con- 
cluded the program.

Tho Groat ami Gjiioral Court had a 
field day yesterday, with the House 
su.^tainiug the veto of Goveruor (’ox 
on the Adlow bill by a vote oL 107 to 
111 on tho question of passing the bill 
over the veto. This was followed by 
a joint eonvcntlon with the Senate on 
four proposed amendments to the state 
constitution. 

Two of these passed liy the provloua 
I.eglslature wore rolndorsed and will 
now go on the iiallot in the eleetlon of 
1924. for approval by the people. 
These amendments allowed women to 
hold office and eliminated the word 
■‘male" from the constitution. A third 
amendment liad been passed by the 
preceding Legislature but was not en- 
dorsed yesterday. This amendment 
would have allowed towns of 4000 to 
adopt a city form of government.- -the 
present limit being for towns of 12.000 
or more. The amendment should have 
been adopted as the advent of the wo- 
man voted has doubled the voting list 
in all towns and it is difficult to get ail 
I the voters into an average sized town 
hall. 

.V fourth amendment to the constitu- 
tion was also considered and ovorwhel 
mlngly defeated. It called for bien- 
nial sessions of the Legislature. This 
vote was 51 to 209. 

Newton representatives voted as roi- 
b>w on the matters. Mr. Early and 
writer voting YES on the first three 
amendments and against the biennial 
sessions and Mr. Saltonstall voting 
Yes on the first and third amendments 
and for biennial sessions and against 
the small towns amendment. Mr. Sal- 
tonstall also voted to pass the Adlow j 
hill over the veto while Mr. Early and I 
the writer voted to sustain the Govern- j 
or. I 

The Shea resolution to memorialize I 
Congress for legislation to allow a 
higher alcoholic content than ^ of 1% 
was overwhelmingly defeated in the 
House by a voice vote. 

The House also passed the resolu- 
tion relative to a new location for the 
state prison by a substantial vote after 
quite a discussion in which the op- 
ponents of any legislation tried to kill 
tho hill. The matter now goes to a 
commission to report next October 
with recommendations as to what 
should be done. 

The Ways and Means roramlttee has 
reported a two cents a gallon tax on 
gasolene and has had the matter held 
up for an opinion of the attorney 
general as to its legality. In the mean- 
time there is considerable pressure 
being brought to hear by the automo- 
bile interests to kill the hill. 

Newton residents should carefully 
consider some of the facts on this ques- 
tion with special reference to the 
share of taxation borne by real estate, 
85% of the total. Admitting that it is 
necessary to raise $4,000,000 for road 
construction, — and there is not much 
question as to that. — it .should be borne 
in mind that if this money is not 
raised by the gasolene tax it must be 
raised by general taxation. This 
would mean that Newton would be 
called up on to pay $64,000 for this 
purpose, and which would add more 
than $2.50 per $1000 to the present tax 
rate. In other words if the automo- 
hilists do not pay for the road con- 
struction the real estate owners will 
have to do so. Tax payers of Newton 
please ponder these figures. 

The Senate has killed the hill for a 
state criminologist, although an effort 
is being made to revive it. The Repub- 
lican leaders of the Legislature ought 
to realize that this bill will save many 
votes to the party if passed and will 
lose many votes if killed.

WOMEN'S CLUBS 


Edited by Mias Grace M. Burt 

Club women who bnvo motoroil 
throuRli Dlxvllle Notch will recall the 
busy North Country city of Berlin, the 
only one In northern Now Hampshire, 
not the moHt Inviting of places, so far 
ns its material appearance Is con- 
cerned, yet possessing one of the 
grandest views of the Presidential 
Range to he had anywhere In the 
White Mountains. Its mushroom 
growth In the early days was respon- 
sible for much that the townspeople 
have since been overcoming. One 
potent factor in its upbuilding has 
been the Woman's Club, which ac- 
cording to the local newspaper, has 
been Interested in public welfare for 
nearly twenty-three years. With the 
co-operation of the Gorham Woman’s 
Club, the public welfare committee of 
the club chaperoned the dances last 
summer at the Casino, so that the or- 
derly dance-loving public enjoyed the 
dances without fear of unpleasant in- 
cidents. They have also been instru- 
mental in the appointment of a police 
matron. As Berlin was one of the few 
cities in the country having no or- 
dinances controlling public dance 
hails, the committee sought informa- 
tion from the Police Comlssioners of 
the leading New England cities and 
selected an ordinance adapted to the 
needs of Berlin. It was submitted to 
the city council in June and finally 
became an ordinance in October. Now 
every public dance hall must he li- 
censed with a matron and a police 
officer in attendance. The account 
concluded : 

“The Woman’s Club of Berlin with 
a membership of three hundred and 
seventy two earnest women is one of 
the largest in the state and wishes 
other women to become meembers and 
take their part in making a finer and 
better Berlin.’’

TIIK PKRSIAN ARMY 

Tho followlnR letter was written by 
Mr. .JumeH H. Flunugan, Jr., the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. .lames H. Flanagan of 
Newton. 

In Teheran tho Persian Army was 
recently formally turneil over to the 
Shah. The entire ceremony was very 
Impressive and Interesting, and I felt 
sorry there was no Patho Weekly or 
other movie man hero to record all the 
proceedings for tho benefit of the 
American public. 

Tho Minister of War very kindly Is- 
sued Invitations to our entire party to 
attend the review of his Army. We 
were certainly glad to accept, as such 
grand occasions are rare In this coun- 
try. Two years ago there was no 
army worthy of the name in Persia, 
The great change which has taken 
place Is a remarkable tribute to the 
man who has risen from the very 
lowest rank in soldiery to become the 
most powerful figure in his country. 
When It Is taken into consideration 
that the Minister of War has had no 
education, having learned to read and 
write only during tho last few years, 
his accomplishments appear really 
wonderful. 

At about 1.30 P. M. we arrived at the 
parade ground, which is reputed to 
be the largest in the world. The 
ground was (lultc muddy, so carpets 
had been spread from the entrance to 
a tent which had been carefully pre- 
pared and placed at our disposal. The 
sides of this tent being loft open, we 
could view everything with ease, and 
yet were afforded some protection 
from tho cold. The sun very obligingly 
shone aU tho afternoon, and the 
weather was ideal for such a show. In 
the tent, which was floored with car- 
pets and rugs, had been placed tables 
and chairs. Cigarettes were in abun 
dance, and tea and cake were served 
continually. 

The American Minisfer, the British 
Minister and other European Min- 
isters, together with various men of 
Importance, occupied the , tent. They 
were accompanied by their wives, so 
It made quite a party. 

We had a grand view of the en- 
tire parade ground. The infantry, ar- 
tillery and cavalry were stationed in 
different sections of the square. A 
feeling of expectancy seemed to grip 
everybody. For once, everything 
started on schedule time — in fact, great 
order was observed throughout, which 
showed that real planning was done 
beforehand, and that each responsible 
person knew just what was expected 
of him. 

At exactly 2 P. M. the Shah appeared 
on a beautiful white Arab horse. He 
was greeted by a loud shout by the 
companies of soldiers nearest him^ 
which greeting was taken up and sus- 
tained by the soldiers as he passed 
completely around tho square review- 
ing the troops. I can’t say that the 
Shah made a very impressive figure 
horseback, nor on foot, either. He is 
about twenty-six years old, and is 
short and stout, with nothing of the 
military in his bearing. An attend- 
ant bearing a stool walked beside the 
Shah’s horse In order that His Majesty 
might dismount more easily. Another 
attendant held the horse’s bridle con- 
tinually. After the Shah had passed 
completely around and viewed the 
troops, he proceeded to a balcony over- 
looking the grounds. He was accom- 
panied by the Minister of War, the 
Crown Prince, and the other Ministers 
of the Cabinet. Here he remained 
while the troops wont through very 
interesting maneouvers, 

A large group of soldiers first went 
through a drill in calisthenics. This 
seemed rather peculiar fer such an 
occasion, but it provided a wonderful 
exhibition of drill work. After this 
other groups went through bayonet 
drill, formations, etc. The Infantry 
was followed by the artillery, who 
manoeuvered with light field pieces 
with great order and speed. Next came 
the cavalry. Their drill was rather 
thrilling and when they finished with 
a grand rush from one end of the 
grounds to the other, we all thought 
there would surely be a few casual- 
ties. Only one horse became fractious, 
however, nnd ho gave a very good ex 
hibition of bucking. His rider didn’t 
stay on him long. 

Circus riding was provided. This 
was pretty fair, although I don’t be- 
lieve it excelled the work of some of 
our cavalry troops. However, some of 
the smuts were well executed and they 
afforded a lot of fun for everybody. 

After some delay, tho Shah left tho 
balcony and came down to within 
twenty-five yards of our tent. The en- 
tire section of the Army collected in 
Teheran then passed in review before 
His Majesty. This gave us a very good 
opportunity to inspect tho country’: 
best in the way of soldiers. It wrns a 
very serious occasion for them, and the 
big majority showed how deeply it 
made an impression upon them. It 
was certainly amusing to note tho 
facial expressions as tho files passed 
before the Shah, eyes right. Some of 
the men looked vicious enough to bite 
his ear off; others were so nervous 
they stumbled all tho time they were 
within range; still others wore their 
caps at a rakish angle and boro a 
look of being right in their glory. 
Various hands took turns at providing 
the martial music. AVheu one hatl 
played for quite awhile, another would 
come up, replace tho old band, and do 
their best to make tho notes come out 
of one end of their Instrument the 
same way and just as good as they put 
them In at the other end. This proved 
to 1)0 a very difficult job for tho mem- 
bers of tho band that was mounted. 
The horses became quite frisky, tho 
leader became very much excited, and 
tho buglers had a hard timo quieting 
a nervous horse and making a noise 
at tho samo time. 

It naturally took a long timo for all 
tho companies to pass before us. but 
each company furnished something 
now to look at. In some squads tho 
men lookotl to bo no more lluiii be- 
tween four and live foot tall, while 
others seemed to be comprised of mere 
boys. Tho back mules would break out 
every now and then anti would drag 
their attendants out of line for about 
twenty-five yards or so before they 
could bo got under control. 

Ono of tho ladies wanted a picture 
of tho Shah, so while ho was reviewing 
the parade, I steppi'il out where I 
could get a good view of him and. 
when I thought ho was looking my 
way. pulletl tho trigger of the vest 
pocket Kodak. Later on I saw a photo- 


grapher ••faking a picture, so, being 
very gallant, I heat It out In front r>f 
Mis Imperial Majesty, about, twenty 
feet away. Tho Shah tiirnod away from 
tho photogru|)hcr and very kindly 
faced mo until I could snap him. Every 
mlnuto I thought I would be seized 
and beheaded, but it all passed very 
quickly and satisfactorily. At least, 

hope I got him satisfactorily, but so 
far I haven't seen how the film dev- 
eloped. " 

Everything considered, a very enjoy- 
al)Ie afternoon was spent. Such an 
event may not occur again for a year 
or more. For real defense, this Army 
would have to be greatly augmented, 
but the start has been made and more 
order has been maintained during the 
last two years titan was formerly the 
case. No air service has been developed 
and Persia has no navy. One of the 
chief Internal questions to be solved 
consists of the various tribes which 
Inhabit different sections of the 
country and occasionally behave in a 
lawless manner. In fact, some of tho 
tribes are a continual source of 
trouble and expense to the Govern- 
ment. If they could bo induced to 
really settle down to agricultural de- 
velopment, much might be gained, but 
this phase is contingent upon several 
other improvements, such as rail- 
roads, better means of communication, 
etc. Strong rule Is necessary, without 
dishonesty, greed, graft and continual 
working for personal advancement. 
When such conditions will exist is a 
matter for conjecture, but It 
all makes for a very interesting study 
there is never any lack of oppor- 
tunity to improve matters on all sides. 
It Is generally conceded that the pres 
ent Minister of War is really inter- 
ested in the welfare of his country, 
and there is no doubt but that he 
works for and with his Army.

NE>VT0>^ CENTRE SCIKiOL 
ASSOCIATION 


The Annual Meeting of the Newton 
Centre School Association was held 
in Mason School Hall on Tuesday, 
Mrs, Howard O. Winslow, president 
of the Association, presiding. 

Mrs. Winslow spoke of the splendid 
work the organization had done 
during the year. Attention was called 
to the stand taken by the Society 
in regard to the eight weeks’ term, 
to the question of an extra school 
car, to the lights in the Mason School, 
to the fixing up of a room for teach- 
ers in the Rice School, and to seve- 
ral problems connected with the High 
Schools. 

The program of the afternoon was 
in charge of Mrs. Robert Hayden. 
The speaker of the afternoon was 
Dr. Myerson of Tufts College who 
spoke on "Mental Hygiene." 

Dr. Myerson began by saying that 
every child was an individual prob 
lem, and that the physical life of the 
child had an Important effect upon 
the mental life, and that Mind, es- 
pecialy emotional states, had import 
ant elfects upon the body. 

In the case of the child under ten 
years of age, regular habit, the right 
kind of nutrition, and plenty of sleep 
a(re of great Importance. Play in 
the early years Is of importance for 
it is through play that tho child 
learns experience. Play is a serious 
thing to him. 

The child’s first companions mark 
a crisis in his life. It is through con 
tact with his equals that the child 
learns to be a social being, to give 
and take, and to cooperate, lessons 
of great value in later life. 

The speaker said that from the 
point of view of the child, large 
families were to be preferred to small 
fam^Wes. In small families where 
the child’s every wish is gratified, the 
result is that his wishes become in 
creasingly complex and more and 
more difficult to satisfy. 

Moreover, in small families, there 
is often too much solicitude over the 
health of the child. It is a safe rule 
never to show solicitude, no matter 
what one may feel, before the child 

Guard the child carefully from fear 
for himself as this often leads to 
neurasthenia. 

The .speaker believes that pain and 
punishment as well as rewards and 
pleasures should bo a part of the 
child’s life, since in real life he cannot 
be protected from these. 

As the period of adolescence ap- 
proaches the parent must learn to 
relinquish part of his power over the 
child, in order that the child may be- 
come an independent being capable of 
taking his part in the world. 

It is ill this way that the struggle 
between one genei'ation «nd another 
may be greatly lessened. 

Among the harmful Inlluences in the 
life of the child at the present time, 
he mentioned the movies which bring 
the child into knowledge of adult 
experiences before he should learn of 
such experiences. 

Froiu the modern daily papers, the 
child too, gets wrong ideas of life, and 
loses the sense of tho rightful values 
of life. Often ho gets a wrong idea 
of the humorous. A sense of humor 
is one of tho greatest protections 
against neurasthenia.

THE NEW STATE POLICE 

The new Idea of State Police has 
recently come to the front when a 
troop graduated from the camp In 
Framingham where, for three months, 
they have been in rigid training. Be- 
cause the dcteotlve organization of 
.Massachusetts Is not sufficient to 
guard all the little outlying towns that 
do not have an adequate force of 
ollce, troops of state police are 
formed to furnish protection to 
these towns, as well as to enforce 
the laws of the state, even In the 
very remotest districts. 

Tlie Plate -police have to be 
trained In an entirely different way 
from th»? city police because of the 
difference in their duties and en- 
vironment. The city policeman Is al- 
ways within reach of his chief, so that 
he can refer to him all the difficult 
serious decisions but, since the state 
policeman must be his own judge, he 
must have keen insight and a clear 
understanding of the law. The city 
policeman is more or less protected 
by the sheltering buildings, but the 
state policeman has to combat the se- 
verest weather conditions. He must 
always be alert and ever "on the job," 
despite the weather conditions. In or- 
der to maintain this standard, he must 
know how to care for himself and his 
horse or motor cycle, as the case may 
be. He must be reliable, because his 
actions can not be checked up as 
can those of the city police. His three- 
month training cdurse fits him to meet 
these requirements. First, he must 
pass such a rigid physical examination 
that the man who is finally accepted is 
almost physically perfect. Then men- 
tal tests are necessary so that only 
the mentally alert will be accepted. 
During his training period, he has 
comprehensive and concentrated 
courses on subjects pertaining to his 
duties, such as horsemanship, mechan- 
ics, self-defence, laws of the state, 
infantry drill, and current events. The 
men are under the strictest possible 
discipline and may leave camp only in 
case of severe illness at home. Be- 
cause their training fits them so well 
for their duties, Massachusetts can be 
assured that they will adequately pro- 
tect her towns and enforce her laws. 

These men are now patrolling the 
highways and are conspicuous even in 
well-protected Xew'ton. They will re- 
lieve the now overworked police force 
as w’ell as more effectively protect the 
state. They have long been needed, 
and, bcause of their strict and thor- 
ough training, they are competent to 
fill successfully their important and 
difficult positions.

Laiulln made a grim flght for life, but 
could not save himself. Carried down 
Stream, he caught the end of a boom 
that stands above the dam to break up 
blocks of ice and snow.

The current again caught him, how- 
ever, whirled him for a moment and 
then carried him swiftly to the brink 
of the dam and swept him over the 
edge. He did not again rise to the sur- 
face. The canoe, swept over the booni 
was carried over the dam and dashed 
against the rocks below. Its contents 
paddles, cushions, lunch kit and man s 
pipe, were tossed in the whirlpools be- 

Somebody telephoned and Sergt. Wil- 
liam Chaisson of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Police was on the spot with pa- 
trolmen William Kinary and J. w. 
Smith before the people on the bank 
had really gathered all that had hap- 
pened 

Immediately the policemen began 
dragging under the greatest difficul- 
ties To launch a boat on the rapids 
was impossible.

MISS’ McGILL TO LEAVE 


That Miss .Margaret McGill is leav- 
ing the Newtoa High Seliool after 
sovonteon years’ service as head of 
Hie History department is a matter 
of keen regret not only among her 
associatoH and pupils, but among tho 
parents as well, for she has proved 
herself an unusually able executive, 
and has exerted a far-reaching influ- 
ence over the boys and girls of the 
school. Miss McGill leaves Newton 
to accept tho presidency of tho Wom- 
en’s Educational and Industrial Union 
of Boston, an Institution well-known 
to Newton women. From small be- 
ginnings it has expanded in many di- 
rections until there aro now depart- 
ments of Vocational Training, of Re- 
search, of Social Science, of Thrift, 
lectures and exhibitions. It operates 
a Book Shop, a Food Shop, Handi- 
work store, a lunch department, and 
tho New England Kitchen. 

Miss McGill was born In Dover, 
Mass, of Scotch parentage, received 
her early education in the public 
schools, and graduated from .Mount 
Holyoke College. She came to Newton 
in 1906 from Melrose. 

While her first interest has al- 
ways been in educational work, she 
is keenly alive to civic needs and has 
identified herself with her commun- 
ity through work in the Newtonville 
Woman’s Club and upon other local 
boards. She has been president of 
the High School Women’s Club of 
Newton, of the. New England History 
Teachers’ Association, and of the 
Boston Mount Holyoke Alumnae As- 
.soclation, while for the past year she 
has been treasurer of the College 
Club of Boston. In 1918 the alumnae 
of Mount Holyoke College chose her 
to bo one of the three alumnae mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of the 
college, a position she still holds. 

During the War her keen Interest 
In youth led her to desire to do some- 
thing for the boys overseas. In the 
summer of 1918 under the auspices 
of the Y. M. C. A. Miss McGill went 
across as leader and Mount Holyoke 
representative of an Intercollegiate 
unit, working at first In England and 
later with the 33d Division in Luxem- 
bourg. 

Dr. Frank E. Spaulding, who was 
in charge of the educational work for 
the A. E. F., upon learning that Miss 
McGill was overseas, wrote her: “Why 
are you wasting your gray matter 
making cocoa and doughnuts? Come 
up to Beaune and use it.’ She was 
thereupon appointed to teach history 
at Beaune, but preferring to do this 
more personal work for the boys, de- 
clined the appointment and remained 
in Luxembourg. 

In addition to her regular teaching 
Miss McGill has lectured upon civics 
in the University Extension courses 
under thfe State department of Educa- 
tion, and upon the teaching of history 
at Boston University and at Wellesley 
College. 

One of her co-workers says of her; 
“Miss McGill stands for experienced 
resourcefulness and reliable common- 
sense. Her professional work has won 
general recognition. Her distinguished 
personality arouses Instant attention 
and permanent confidence; her bal- 
anced judgment and rational grasp of 
large issues fit her for effective work 
in her new position.’’ 

Dr. Henry LeFavour, president of 
the Board of Trustees of the Union, 
expresses himself as well pleased at 
Miss McGill’s acceptance of the po- 
sition and feels that she will make an 
able and successful administrator for 
the Union. 

Last week’s Newtonite, the high 
school weekly, pays the following 
tribute to her work in Newton: 

“As a leader she has raised the 
History department by a steadiness 
and breadth of power and will to its 
present high degree of excellence. 
The machinery never creaks. As a 
teacher she has left the impress of a 
strong, clear, impartial, and wholly 
uplifting tone. 

“As a woman — fearless in thought 
and action, strong with almost mas- 
culine strength, tender with the finest 
of womanly tenderness, sane and safe. 

“A patron, wise and commanding, — 

“A partner, ready to lift In any good 
work, — 

A friend, loyally at hand In time of 
closest need, — 

“Miss McGill, we salute you!’’ 

Sho enters upon her new duties 
September first, and the best wishes of 
her many friends in Newton go with 
her.

jEndeavoring to Solve Hall Holiday Problem lor 
Local Stores. Insurance Adfusiment Progressing 


The question of deciding upon n 
uniform summer half-holiday, to ap- 
ply as far as possible to all the stores 
and all the villages of Newton, was 
t^o chief topic of discussion at a meet- 
ing of the Mercantile Division Com- 
mittee of the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce at the Newton Club on Mon- 
day of this week. 

A large proportion of the Newton 
stores have for several years been 
closing ono afternoon each week for 
varying periods during the summer. 
Wliile a majority have closed on Wed- 
nesdays, the closing time each dtiy has 
varied, and tho period for the individ- 
ual closing schedules have ranged 
from two to four months, according to 
the individual inclinations of the re- 
ipective merchants. 

Being conversant with the desires of 
the average Newton merchant to rec- 
ognize the summer half-holiday plan 


and believing that it was only the in- 
ability of these merchants, due largely 
to the fact that Newton is peculiarly 
a city of several distinct communities 
with the business men of all seldom 
coming In contact with each other, the 
Mercantile Division committee felt that 
tho formal naming by a representative 
organization of a certain day of the 
week, and the designation of a cer- 
tain period of the summer season, 
would In Itself be suflicient to make 
the summer closing schedule practi- 
cally uniform throughout the city. 

The advantage of this to the buy- 
ing public is obvious. While a major- 
ity of those stores closing in previous 
years have chosen Wednesday as the 
day most acceptable to themselves and 
their clerks and, because in the mid- 
dle of the week, of the least inconven- 
ience to their patrons, some have pre-

DEATH OF MR, DORE 

Mr. Theodore Woodman Gore, one 
of the oldest residents of this city, died 
on Sunday at Shadwell, Virginia, 
where he had been spending the win- 
ter. Mr. Gore has been an invalid 
since he retired from active business 
in 1918, but has not been seriously ill 
until the last two weeks. 

Born in Boston, Jan 17, 1847, he was 
educated in the public schools, and 
was graduated from the English High 
school in 1865. In 1866 ho entered the 
ofilco of General John S. Tyler, an 
average adjuster and insurance brok- 
er in Boston, and in 1879 on the death 
of General Tyler, continued In the 
business in partnership with the lat- 
ter’s nephews, under the name of Win- 
ship Brothers and Gore, until one of 
his partners died and the other re- 
tired in 1882. Mr. Gore continued his 
practice by himself until he became 
connected in 1901 with Johnson and 
Higgins as manager of their office for 
average adjusting at Boston, in which 
position he continued until forced to 
retire by Illness In 1916. 

In his fifty-two years of continuous 
work n.s a marine Insurance adjuster 
ho became widely known to shipping 
and marine Insurance men of both 
America and Europe and was a recog- 
nized authority on marine insurance 
and average adjusting. 

He was a member of the Association 
of Average Adjusters of London, Asso- 
ciation of Average Adjusters of the 
United States, and correspondent for 
the Paris Marine Underwriters. His 
special study of marine Insurance law 
and his unique library of reference 
books and original records of marine 
cases made him the consultant of ad- 
miralty lawyers and marine under- 
writers of two generations. 

Mr. Gore had lived in Auburndale 
since 1873, always occupying the house 
which he built at that time. In 1887 
and 1888 he was a member of the 
Newton Common Council. 

Mr. Gore w’as twice married and is 
survived by his widow, seven sons and 
two daughters, Theodore A. Gore of 
Leonardsville, N. Y.; Chlstopher Gore 
of New York City; Bancroft Gore of 
Rapid City, South Dakota; Mrs. C. 
Warren Dillaway of Newton High- 
lands; Lyman W. Gore of Auburndale; 
F. Porter Gore of New York City; 
Mrs. Daniel W. Howells of Pittsburgh, 
Pa.; John Gore of Canajaohare, N. Y.: 
and Samuel Gore of New York City 
There are also nine grandchildren. 

The funeral services were held in 
the Church of the .Messiah, on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Rev. Percival M. 
Wood, the rector, being assisted by 
Rev. Dr. Edw’ard P. Drew’ of the Aub- 
urndale Congr. gational church. The 
burial w’as in the New’ton Cemetery.

In Auto Tragedy

DOES NOT LIVE ON NECTAR 


Dgpartment of Agriculture Corrects 
Misapprehension About Food of 
the Humming Bird. 

There nre some misconceptions 
nbout the humming bird, the smallest 
of the bird race, but there are many 
misconceptions about other birds, 
llowever, the Department of Agricul- 
ture desires to correct a very popular 
misunderstanding as to what the lit- 
tle humming bird eats. 

Speaking througli Its biologists and 
Its ornithologists, the department says 
that, contrary to almo.st universal be- 
lief, the humming bird does not live 
upon the nectar of flowers, though 
nectar forms an important part of Its 
diet. The bird will hover In front 
of a cobweb, picking off Insects and 
perhaps the spiders entangled in the 
net. They will capture food on the 
wing, after the manner of the lly- 
catchers. Stomacli examinations 
show that a considerable part of 
the food of the hlnl consists of In- 
sects, with sometimes a very little of 
vegetable matter. The rubythroat is 
the only humming bird which Inhabits 
the eastern part of the United States, 
and It is more or loss common every- 
where In that region. It eats con- 
centrated sweets, but its favorite 
animal food is spiders. Gnats or small 
flies are eaten. 


This week has seen the most excit- 
ing discussion held in the House this 
year, and almost equaling the tension 
aroused two years ago in the passage 
of the so-called Springfield bridge 
bill. The subject this week was the 
proposed tax of 2 cents per gallon on 
gasoline and there was a bitter fight 
against it. On Tuesday afternoon, after 
a long di.scussion the bill was de- 
feated by a vote of 113 to 118 and an 
interesting parliamentary situation 
was immediately created w’hen an op- 
ponent of the bill asked for reconsid- 
eration hoping that it would be de- 
feated. The roll call on the matter had 
been taken so late in the day that 
many members- after voting, had left 
the Chamber, hence no one knew just 
how the vote would result. Friends 
«of the bill urged postponement and 
after a strong debate- secured a favor- 
able voice vote to put the matter over 
and before that vote could be doubted, 
moved and carried a motion to adjourn. 

This brought the matter over to 
Wednesday and reconsideration was 
obtained by a vote of 126 to 103 and 
subsequently the ball was passed fav- 
orably by a vote of 121 to 111. All 
subsequently the bill was passed fav- 
the bill at all its stages. 

Senator Rice who has been absent 
for the past few weeks on account of 
sickness was able to resume his seat 
on Monday. 

The Senate has taken from the table, 
the bill to increase the maximum pen- 
sion for foremen and inspectors, which 
has been waiting the return of Senator 
Rice, reconsidered its previous adverse 
action and pa.^ssed the bill along to be 
engros.sed. There has been quite a 
fight made for this bill by the Newton 
City Employees’ Union. 

Tlie matter of the taxation of na- 
tional banks and other monetary in- ' 
stitutions and individuals is still un- ! 
decided and is the only matter which i 
will delay proragation. It is hoped j 
that some temporary measure can be 
pa.ssed next week, the whole matter ! 
considered by a recess committee and | 
a special .session in the fall to take 
definite action. At the hearings this 
week on this matter Mr. Philip 
Nichols of this city, an acknowledged 
expert on taxation, has taken a prom- 
inent part. 

Speaker Young was given a compli- 
mentary dinner on Wednesday by the 
House chairmen of committees and 
the committee on Rules, at which his 
candidacy for lieutenant governor was 
discussed.

Many Races of Savages Had Implicit 
Faith In Their Power to Bring 
About Death. 

Sympathetic magic used as a means 
of wreaking vengeance upon an absent 
enemy was believed lA and practiced 
by savages in widely separated parts 
of the world. 

The principle on which the theory 
was based was that like produces like, 
or that by hurting an image of a man 
yon would thereby hurt him. The 
Ojlbway Indian desiring to harm an 
enemy made a little wooden Image 
of him and ran a needle through 
Its head or heart. Or he shot an 
arrow into it, firmly convinced that 
his foe would at the same Instant 
be seized w’lth a sharp pain in a 
corresponding part of his body. 

A Malay charm consisted in mak- 
ing a wax Image of the person marked 
for destruction, In which were some of 
Ills hairs. The figure was scorched 
over a lamp every night for seven 
nights with the following words : “It 
is not wax I am scorching, but it is 
the liver, heart and spleen of So-und- 
So that I .scorch.” After the seventh 
time tlie figure was burned and the 
victim was then thought to have died.

Louis I. King of Bavaria, was one 
of Edgar .-Mian Poe’s greatest adinir- 
er.s.

I cannot tell you how dis- 
appolnteil I am. .lust for a moment I 
thought I was in tin* presence of some- 
one who had actually known tliat most 
wonderful of all writers* and who 
conid. accordingly, tell me something 
definite and authentic about his Inner 
life.’ ’’

When their little voices drop from 
the mist or tho darkne.s.s, hearing a 
message of their passing, it is a poor 
soul, Indeed, which doe.s not thrill in 
answer, and In answer to the sweet 
twitter of some flock of tiny warblers 
no less than the heroic clang of the 
Canada geese. Hying in battle forma- 
tion with a sound like the dragging of 
a chain over some vast corrugation of 
the air. — Walter Prichard Eaton In 
Harper’s Magazine.

“The Devil’s IVistplle” Is located In 
the Sierra Nevada mountains on the 
middle fork of the San .Joaquin river.

The odd 
formation w’hence Its appellation Is 
derived Is not everywhere in evidence, 
cropping out only in certain places. 
The most striking columns constitute 
more than l.tXK) feet of its western 
face. They rise over 100 feet above 
the talus — u va.st heap of broken

ess of weathering. How far down- 
ward they extend Is a matter of con- 
jecture. The columns In this amaz- 
ing bluff nre arranged in row's as 
regularly ns the pipes of an organ. 
.Almost perfect prisms, they are fitted 
together like cells In a honeycomb, 
and really look as if carved by hu- 
man hands. Tlie.se columns range 
from 14 inches to more tlmn 3 feet 
1(1 diameter. Most of them are 
pentagonal, whereas elsew’here the 
general shape Is hexagonal.

Bent was an old trader 
among the Indians, and the ewner of 
Bent’s i-’ord or Fort William, a trad- 
in;iT post on the Arkansas, well know’n 
for its hospitality to travelers in the 
Far West, lie was exceedingly popu- 
lar with the liai’dy trappi*is and moun- 
taim‘ers because of his firmness of 
character and pers ‘iial bravery. 


Colorea Spiral in Glass Agate. 

How many peoide have ever won- 
dered how the colored spiral gets into 
the glass in-irhles that children are so 
fond of playing with? These marbles 
are iirinclpally made abroad in Czecho- 
SloMikla, and the spirals are put In 
ill this way : The glassworker gathers 
a lump of tliiit glass onto his blowpipe, 
or lion rod. This Is dipped into a mold 
with straight ridges cut inside, in 
which are placed rods of gla.ss of the 
reipiired c(d(ir. When the lump of 
tlliit Is withdrawn from the mold, the 
colored rods stick to tlie Hint glass. A 
further (piantity of Hint is then gath- 
ered over the first lump, with the col- 
ored rods attached, and the twist is 
obtained by holding the extreme end 
of the mass rigid, and turning the 
Iron rod. The same method is carried 
out in the legs of old English wine 
glasses one still secs uccasionully.

THE in FIELD CASE 

Ijast Tuesday, Judge Crosby of 
Supremo Judicial Court denied the 
application of Mrs. By field for an or- 
der to restrain the city of Newton 
from taking her home at No. 15 
Kldrodge street. At once, Mrs. By- 
flold’s attorneys filed a hill in equity 
in the Superior Court for Middlesex 
County to obtain an injunction 
against the city- claiming in the bill that 
under the law she is entitled to have 
the premises viewed by a jury which 
right would bo denied her if the 
home were destroyed as is Ihreatcnod 
by the city authorities. In her bill* 
she asserts that to carry out such 
threats would he subversive of good 
government and could be accom- 
plished only by commission of crimes 
whereby she would lie subjected to 
danger of life, assault upon her, and 
destruction of her valuable property 
without due process of law. It is 
claimed by her that the certiorari case 
against the city Is pending In the 
Supreme Judicial Court and also she 
claims protection of the Court until 
this case has been decided by the full 
bench. Order of notice was issued 
by the Superior Court on Wednes- 
day last, and there will probably bo a 
hearing in the matter in Boston next 
week.

"THE NEWTON SCHOOLS” AGAIN 
To the Editor: 

As a retired teacher of thirty four 
years experience, I find Mr. Hendrick’s 
article of April 27 Interesting. But 
what four studies would ho and Dr. 
Pritchett of the Cnrnagie Foundation 
select? Reading, Writing and Arith- 
metic, but for the fourth, which 
out of Spelling, Grammar, His- 
tory, Geography, Music and Drawing? 
All nine of those have been con- 
sidered fundamental In city and su- 
burban schools ever since I began go- 
ing to school, sixty years ago. It 
would he decidedly hard to shorten 
these nine down to four, to be studied 
"for thoroughness and intellectual 
vigor." 

wonder if he knows that teachers 
nowadays separate their pupils into 
the “academic minded" (those who 
can easily learn from books) and the 
“manual-minded,” (those who can 
not, hut are skilful with their hands) 
what a dog’s life the "manual-minded" 
led in the old days, called stupid, 
scolded and ridiculed by teachers, 
schoolmates and parents! ,Now they 
are happy getting credit for drawing, 
cooking, carpentering, moulding, sew- 
ing, plal/lng a musical instrument, 
typewriting, athletics, although the 
Pritchett theory would call these 
“fads and ’frills." The fact Is that the 
schools simply follow the tendency of 
the times, as, for instance do the pub- 
lishers, with their vast array of books, 
magazines and papers in place of the 
few we had when I was a child. 

I smile when I think of an incident 
in my short experience as superinten- 
dent of schools. A teacher applied 
for a position with me. I asked, “can 
you teach music?" “drawing?” “na- 
ture study?” “Oh, yes, I would like to, 
1 learned them at the Normal School, 
hut in my last position, the committee 
would not let me. They said I must 
teach nothing hut plain facts." Now 
the up-to-date school does not giVe 
“plain facts” merely. It gives vision, 
opening a goodly number of doors 
through which the children of both 
major and minor book ability can see 
their natural adaptation to life. In 
one or two of the lines they choose 
to follow, they will acquire “thor- 
oughness," become professional, but 
the others, “superflcial" though they 
may have been in them ,will be a back 
ground which makes us call them 
liberally educated, even though 
amateur.

Newton High School 


On Wednesday morning the mem- 
bers of tho Technical High School 
heard a very interesting talk by tho 
captain of tho Massachusetts State 
police. He pointed out in particular 
that an officer is really “human” and 
desires a square deal and friendship. 
Tho orchestra rendered several se- 
lections. 

On Friday, May 18th, the English 
Club w’lll make a trip to Concord, 
where they will visit places of lit- 
erary note such as Ixjulsa Alcott’s 
house, Sleepy Hollow Cemetery and 
tho Minute Man. Supper will be oat- 
en at Walden Pond. 

The Juniors of the Classical High 
School have voted to give this year’s 
graduating class a reception in the 
Drill Shed on Juno 15th, following the 
graduation exorcises. 

On Monday, May 7th Miss Ken- 
nedy’s Biology Class went on a “hunt- 
ing-trip" in the nearby woods to take 
notes on birds, insects and worms 
seen- 

On Thursday the same class and 
Miss Currier’s pupils made a visit to 
the Agassiz Museum in Cambridge- 
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forred to close th<’Ir stores at 12 
o’clock, others a half hour later, and 
a considerable number at one o’clock. 
A few, because of the character of their 
business, have felt that Saturday af- 
ternoon was the best closing day and 
have acted accordingly. In a few 
Isolated Instances, Tuesdays and 
TliursdayB have been chosen. 

The result has naturally been much 
confusion on tho part of the public. 
Because of this, various merchants 
have originally announced a closing 
schedule early in the season and then 
abandoned It after trying it out for 
two or three weeks. The general 
result has been anything but satisfac- 
tory and would likely continue so 
without any carefully considered plan 
that can meet with tho approval of 
practically all merchants and made 
effective without Inconvenience to the 
people of the city. 

In adopting the closing schedule the 
Mercantile Division Committee is re- 
lying upon widespread publicity- 
through the New'ton Progress and 
other mediums, — to acquaint the pub- 
lic with the schedule decided upon 
and to thus educate the public to do 
their mid-week buying on Wednesday 
mornings and to place all orders for 
delivery early In the day. 

As soon as the people of the city 
become familiar with the plan. It is 
believed they will readily adjust them- 
selves to it, arranging their personal 
marketing and buying schedules so as 
to conform to the uniform schedule. 
In other cities It has been found that 
the weekly summer half-holiday works 
no hardship on the public, while It 
gives the merchants and their em- 
ployes a reasonable and welcome res- 
pite from the long business hours dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. 

It was deemed best by the local com- 
mittee to first endeavor to make the 
closing period uniform for a period ot 
hut two months. The months of July 
and August were chosen, with the 
thought that In subsequent seasons 
the closing period could begin earlier, 
or continued later in the season, if a 
majority favored such action. 

Under the plan adopted, the sche- 
dule for the present season would In- 
volve eight half-holiday.s. following 
July 4. which Is the first Wednesday 
of that month. The reopening date 
would be on September 5, the Wednes- 
day following Labor Day. There will 
be no objection to any merchant clos- 
ing his store on other Wednesday af- 
ternoons if he should care to do so, 
but the cooperation of the public will 
be Invited only during the two month 
period. 

The time of day that the stores 
should close during these two months 
was carefully considered and the hour 
of 12 o’clock eventually decided upon 
as the best time. Should the store 
remain open until one o’clock, It gives 
the clerical force but a short half- 
holiday, at best, assuming that nearly 
all will desire to go home to lunch, 
while In some classes of stores em- 
ployes cannot possibly leave their 
work until an hour or more after 
closing time, which, after lunch, 
would leave but little time for recrea- 
tion. 

The Mercantile Division Committee 
Is to have cards printed announcing 
the new closing schedule, which will 
be distributed gratis to all cooperating 
merchants, whether or not they are 
members of the Chamber. Every ef- 
fort will be put forth to make the 
Wednesday afternoon closing as gen- 
eral as possible, during the above two 
months, and an invitation extended to 
all Newton business men and business 
Institutions to cooperate in the move- 
ment. That the buying public will be 
glad to assist in helping the mer- 
chants and their employees to enjoy 
one half-holiday weekly during the hot 
months is assumed by the committee, 
the members of which believe that 
they have developed a plan that will 
meet with the approval of all and 
which can with reasonable coopera- 
tion, be developed ns successfully and 
advantageously in Newton as in other 
cities. 

Assurances have been given the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce by the 
Inspection department of the New Eng- 
land Insurance Exchange that the 
hydrant tests, completing the re-in- 
spection of Newton as to present fire 
risks and to ascertain the things that 
Newton must do to qualify as a Class 
A Cfity, and bring about a substantial 
reduction in insurance rates, will be 
made within the next ten days. 

Following these tests, a report will 
be submitted within a few weeks to 
Maybr Edwin O. Childs, indicating 
the exact conditions which prevent 
Newton from already enjoying the 
same advantages of low Insurance 
rates as Brookline, Worcester. Spring- 
field, Holyoke, and New Bedford, the 
five so-called Class-A cities in Mas- 
sachusetts. When this Information is 
available, It is the plan of the Insur- 
ance Committee of the Newton Cham- 
ber to endeavor to find a way to meet 
tho requirements of tho Insurance Ex- 
change, one by one, until conditions 
are Rutficlently changed and improved 
to Insure recognition by the Insur- 
ance companies as a Class A city. 

Of the point scoring system, known 
as the Beano Schedule and used uni- 
versally by tho insurance exchanges 
throughout the country, tho necessary 
number of points to enable a city to 
qualify as a Cla.ss A city is 170. Of 
this necessary total Newton is already 
credited with 164. It Is therefore hopea 
that the task of making up these 
necessary six points, through chang- 
ing existing conditions or adding ad- 
ditional protection tnrough improve- 
ments to the water system, fire depart- 
ment equipment, and in other ways that 
may be IndieuttHl by the Insuranee Ex- 
change, will not bo too great to be ac- 
complished in a eompuratlvely short 
time. Those most conversant with 
the situation are inclined to feel that, 
when tho report from tho Insurance 
Exchange is received, that a systematic 
program of action and perhaps some 
cooperation from the City Ooveru- 
ment. will in time overcome all defic- 
iencies which are responsible for New- 
ton's present position in the Class B 
group of cities. 

The Newton inspection Is being 
made upon the request of Mayor 


Childs, In accordance with a plan 
worked out last October by the Insur- 
ance Committee of the Newton Cham- 
ber. This includes Clinton H. Scoveli 
of Newton, chairman; Arthur W. 
Hollis of Newton, Herbert M. Colo of 
West Newton, Sam T, Emery of New- 
ton Centre, and Herbert W. Colby of 
Newton Highland.^. Tho greater part 
of the Inspection was completed last 
November and December, the hydrant 
tests necessarily going over until 
spring until weather conditions would 
permit the Hushing of streets by the 
opening of hydrants, without freezing 
and endangering of traffic conditions. 

Since the arrival of spring and more 
favorable weather the Insurance P^x- 
change Inspection department has been 
overloaded with work to the extent 
that It has been impossible to set a 
definite date for the completion of the 
Newton inspection until aid was ex- 
tended through the loan of additional 
Inspection engineers by the National 
Board of Underwriters. With these 
available, the Chamber Insurance Com- 
mittee has been assured that the local 
inspection will be completed in the 
Immediate future and the formal re- 
port of the inspection forwarded to 
.Mayor Childs as soon as possible, prob- 
ably within a month from the comple- 
tion of the Inspection. 


“( LA HKX E" 
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representing the church, first presents 
and then unfolds the mystery of the* 
person, character, and occupation of 
“f’larence.” Appearing in the first 
act as an ill kempt private in the quar- 
ter-master’s department of the United 
States Army, suffering from an injured 
liver, and lecomraended by the fact 
that he could "drive mules without 
.swearing at them.” he progre.^ses from 
scene to scene, winning the confidence 
and friendship of many and the love 
of not a few, until In the final scene 
he turns out to he Clarence Smith, 
rated in “Who’s Who” as one of the 
great entymologists of his day, a 
graduate of great universities of 
America, France and Germany, one of 
the leading authorities on the coleop- 
tera. This character, played by Mr. 
Harold Mcllnay, was given one of the 
finest portrayals from the standpoint 
of amateur acting in the memory of 
the writer. Establishing his character 
In the very first lines he spoke, he 
carried it through every change of 
environment, scene, and association, 
through every change of attire and 
fortune, through intimate association 
and acquaintance in the “rowing 
household and family” of the business 
man Mr. Wheeler, and finally through 
a most effective and natural love scene 
with the W’heeler governess. Violet 
Penney. 

Mr. Wheeler, played by C. Kendrick 
Smith, and Mrs. Wheeler, played with 
charm and effectiveness by Mrs. Lil- 
lian Larkin, who entered into the role 
of the suspicious and jealous young 
wife and the inexperienced young 
step-mother with the complete absorp- 
tion of herself in her part necessary 
to goo<l acting, progress from a kind 
of “edginess” and animosity to the love 
and affection of sympathetic under- 
standing. The transition in mood on 
the part of Mrs. Larkin was parti- 
cularly effective. 

Bobby and Cora W’heeler. brother 
and sister children of Mr. W’heeler. im- 
pressionable school age. fighting with 
one another continually, sarcastic and 
spiritedly contentions, condescending 
and disdainful at times, at other times 
romantic and eager, were imperson- 
ated by Arthur Shaw and Miss Doro- 
thy King respectively. They were the 
"life of the play,” No better acquaint- 
ance with lines, not more complete 
abandon to the character and spirit of 
part and play, no intenser grip on the 
spirit of the audience, rousing them 
to gales of laughter Innumerable times 
would be found in amateur playing. 
Personality, appearance, careful pre- 
paration. and dramatic instin'et com- 
bined to make this a couple long to be 
remembered by those present. 

In Miss Helen Brooks. Mr. Tarking- 
ton’s created character. Violet Penny, 
governess in the Wheeler home, be- 
loved of many men but finally won 
by “Clarence.” found an ideal medi- 
um. Charming In appearance, thor- 
oughly poised, at ease and in com- 
mand of every situation, the prettily 
stern and dignified governess in deal- 
ing with the impetuous Cora, the 
sympathetic friend to Mr. W’heeler. 
when that poor man was nearly dis- 
tracted with trying to make some- 
thing of his children, self-controlled 
when the young Mrs. W’hceler accused 
her of making love to her husband, 
sincerely and beautifully affectionate 
in her discovered and admitted love 
for Clarence, she carried her audi- 
ence with her through every moment 
of her presence on the stage and in 
the action. To her. as much as to 
Mr. Mcllnay, is due tho credit for the 
effectiveness and naturalness of the 
restrained love-making in the last act. 
one of the most difficult things in 
amateur playing. Poise and grace, 
charming smile and eager eyes were 
lent to the portrayal of this important 
character throughout the play. 

Della, the Irish maid, played by 
Miss Lillian King, and Dinwiddie. the 
butler, played by Fred Van W’ormer, 
made another contrasting pair who 
each played their parts with such 
ability ns to recommend them for big- 
ger things. 

Hubert Stem, the grass-widow lover 
of Violet Penney, who finds his only 
entree into the W’heeler home to be 
through winning the youthful affec- 
tions of Cora, was played by Albion 
J. Tavenner, with effectiveness and 
characterization fully worthy of the 
company in which he found himself. 

Tho scene where Mr. Stem at- 
tempted to express his admiration and 
love for Miss Penney in the same 
room and at the same time 
when Clarence was tuning a plauo 
with a monkey wrench and a screw- 
driver, was exceedingly well handled 
by both Mr. Mcllnay and Mr. Taven- 
ner and was one of the most truly 
humorous epismles, both in concep- 
tion and presentation, one would ever 
witness. 

Miss Lillian Gerruld, was of very 
great help throughout the preparation 
and presentation of the play. Off 
stage she took the part of “The Voice.” 
As prompter and assistant to the 
coach, she has attended many re- 
hearsi/ls and given valuable help in

Mrs. Som- 
ers’s fine hand was also evident in the 
make-ups and costumes. 

The stage was adequately set and 
furnished. The drawing room as light- 
ed for the evening scene was particu- 
larly beautiful, drawing involuntary 
applause from the audience as the 
curtain ascended. Everything in the 
way of furnishings, setting and deco- 
rations, in general atmosphere and 
Impression was in keeping with and 
worthy of the play itself. The dress 
of the players, particularly in the 
third act, when the tuxedos of the 
men, and the attractive evening gowns 
of the ladies gave color and glamor to 
the beautifully lighted evening scene, 
was always well thought out and care- 
fully planned. 

A musical program, more than 
worth the total price of admission, 
was played by the Harry Wellcome 
Trio, violin, 'cello, and piano during 
the intermissions. It is to be hoped 
this group of artists can be heard 
under more favorable circumstances 
at another time. There was no “jazz,” 
but artistic playing of beautiful and 
inspiring music. 

The Auburndale Club House and 
stage proved a splendid setting for 
such an effort. A beautiful and weil- 
controlled curtain, graduated lighting 
effects controlled by rheostat, and 
good accoustical properties recom- 
mend the new hall highly. Mr. Berry, 
for the Club, handled lights, scenery, 
and curtain with the greatest accepta- 
bility. 

The play is the first of three dra- 
matic productions, this one secular, 
the other two religious, to be pre- 
sented as part of an ambitious young 
people’s program in Centenary 
Church during the coming year, and 
everything Wednesday night, quality 
of production, character of presenta- 
tion, dignity of musical program, and 
interest of the townspeople, make 
happy augury for the future efforts. 

The play committee, composed of 
Helen Brooks, chairman. Lillian King 
and Milton Hall, consulted with the 
pastor, Mr. Harper in choice of play 
and cast, but handled rehearsals and 
general plans entirely. Wellington 
Harper was stage manager. Y'oung 
men of the church ushered and young 
women sold candy between acts. 

It is thought that the financial re- 
turn was great enough to cover the 
very heavy expenses of the production, 
with perhaps a very small margin of 
profit. The determination was to 
make the play worthy of the institu- 
tion sponsoring it and of the support 
given it first, to make it serve as a 
kind of standard for future efforts, 
rather than to clear a large amount 
of money. The total cost of produc- 
tion approximated One Hundred and 
Seventy-Five Dollars. The door re- 
ceipts were a little less than Two 
Hundred Dollars,

NEWTONVILLEWAITINGSHELTER 


A large number of persons attended 
the hearing last Saturday morning at 
City Hall, West Newton, before 
Street Commissioner George E. 
Stuart on the request of the M. & B. 
St. Rwy. Co. to enlarge the waiting 
station at the junction of Washington 
and Walnut streets, Newtonvllle, 

The Company was represented by Its 
president, Mr. Pitt F. Drew, who said 
that the waiting room in winter when 
heat Is neofled requires an attendant 
which the Company cannot afford to 
pay. Mr. William A. Sweatt had of- 
fered to assume the care of the sta- 
tion If it was enlarged enough to make 
a periodical and soda water stand. 
The Company desired to add ten feet 
to the present building, to he built 
with a brick wall and what Is known 
as second class construction. 

Mr. Sweatt presented the Commis- 
sioner with a largely signed petition 
requesting that the permit be granted. 

Most of those present were remon- 
strants to the petition. Mr. Harry D. 
Cabot, president of the Newtonvllle 
Improvement Society was the first 
remonstrant. He said that the village 
was already well supplied with stores 
of this nature, that the enlarged build- 
ing would obstruct the present open 
view of travel at this congested cor- 
ner, that the place would become a 
loafing place for the Idle and that the 
enlargement would not add materially 
to the waiting accommodations of 
patrons of the road. He also added 
that It would detract from the appear- 
ance of that part of the square, as 
well as from the parkway appearance

EDITORIAL

With a large 
percentage of the automobile regis- 
tration in Massachusetts within 30 
miles of the State House, it is doubly 
important for residents of Metropoli- 
tan Boston to be w^ell acquainted with 
the use of motor vehicles. 

While at this time of the year our 
thoughts are closely allied with the 
memories of those who have passed to 
the Great Beyond, let us not forget 
that there should be “flowers for the 
living” as well as for the dead. 


r^DER THE GILDED DOME 


The closing hours of the Legislature 
have been saddened by the death of 
Representative George P. Webster of 
Boxford, one of the most popular mem- 
bers of the House. Mr. Webster was 
one of the best speakers of the Leg- 


islature. if not of the Commonwealth 
and his silvery tongiied eloquence al- 
ways attracted a largo audience. He 
had a wonderful memory and his ad- 
dresses were lllumini^ with apt 
quotations and illustrations. In ad- 
dition he was so frank and sincere, 
and so thoughtful of others that he 
had a large and warm circle of men 
who were glad to be called his friend. 
I had the pleasure of serving for two 
years on a committee of which ho was 
House chairman and so had unusual 
opportunities to know and appreciate 
his abilities and character. His un- 
timely death at the age of 46 years 
is a distinct loss to the Common- 
wealth. 

Prorogation will probably be reached 
some time today as most of the im- 
portant matters have alrendR been 
acted upon. 

The most important matter of the 
session went through both branches 
yesterday without opposition although 
there was two hours’ debate In the 
House. This was the so-called Na- 
tional Bank tax bill under which a 
compromise has been made with the 
national banks who have sued the state 
for the return of taxes illegally as- 
sessed the past six years. Their claim 
for some nine million dollars has been 
settled for three million dollars and 
an agreement that in the future they 
will be taxed at the rate of 12%% on 
their net income Instead of a tax on 
their capital stock. I am informed 
that this will reduce the revenue of 
Newton from this source by some 
$50,000. 

It was a most complicated matter 
and Its settlement is highly compli- 
mentary to the committees who have 
been conslderir.„ the question and of 
which Representative Early was a 
member. 

The failure of the bill to require 
compulsory Insurance of automobiles 
is one of the regrets of the session, 
but it was thought that to pass a 
gasoline tax of two cents a gallon 
and to require compulsory Insurance 
at th esame time was “treating” them 
rough.” 

The bill to allow an $800 pension for 
foremen which passed both Houses 
last week met a snag when it came 
before the Povernor and on his insist- 
ence it was recalled and amended so 
as to allow a pension of but $500 for 
this class of employees.

ANNUAL MAY PARTY 


Newton Federation 


Last Monday’s meeting of the execu- 
tive board of the Newton Federation 
was devoted to organization for the 
coming year and to the settling up of 
odds and ends left over from the sea- 
son now closing. The following wo- 
men were appointed ns chairmen of 
the standing committee: Conserva- 
tion, Mrs. D. M. Goodridge; Civics, 
Mrs. W. G. Starkweather; Education, 
Mrs. Harry W. Tyler; Finance, Mrs. 
Louis W. Arnold. Home Economics, 
Mrs. Willard L. Sampson; Legislative, 
Mrs. Arthur W. Lane; Program, Mrs. 
Herbert S. Kimball; Social, Mrs. 
Percival Waters. The budget cover- 
ing expenditures of $375 for general 
expenses was adopted. The president 
was empowered to appoint chairmen 
of the special committees on the 
Federation Working Fund, and the 
Christmas Health Seals. It was voted 
to establish a bureau of speakers that 
Newton clubs have found satisfactory. 

Mrs. Edmund I. Leeds, chairman of 
the Christmas Seals of 1022, reported 
that the total amount raised through 
her committee for the purpose was 
$4729.90, of which $3568.72 will be 
available for Newton and will be ad- 
ministered through the Health com- 
mittee of the Welfare Bureau. Mrs. 
Edward H. Keach, chairman of the 
Rummage Sale, reported about $800 
raised in that way. 

The executive board voted to en- 
dorse a letter sent by the Society for 
the Protection of the New Hampshire 
Forests to President Harding urging 
further appropriations under the 
Weeks law for the purchase of timber- 
land in the White Mountains. 

I'pon the recommendation of the 
Finance committee the following sums 
were voted: Newton Welfare Bureau, 
$250; West Newton Music School, 
$25; Newton Circle for band concerts, 
$240; District Nursing Association, 
$25; Mothers’ Rest, $50; Women’s 
Auxiliary of the Y. M. C, A. $10; 
Ho.spital Aid Association, $25; a total 
of $625. Four hundred dollars was 
appropriated earlier in the season, so 
that the Federation has contributed 
about $1000 for objects in which the 
Federation and its affiliated organiza- 
tions are Interesred.

Mr. Editor: 

It was a flourco of grallffcmtlon to 
tho majority of tlio votors of Nowton

mankind. I have watched with much 
care and interest how the BeproHenta- 
tives from Newton have voted on all 
hills before the house which are in the 
interests of the people as a whole. 

One of the most vital issues In any 
City Is taxes. The hill for a 2 cent 
tax on gasoline which has just passed 
the House and Senate will relieve 
every City and Town of an increase 
In tax rate and is of vital importance 
to every real estate owner and rent 
payer in Newton and Mr. Editor I am 
myself proud that you voted for this 
hill and everyone who is affected by 
this tax, should bear it In mind when 
they go to the polls next year.

The greatest and most menacing 
proposition facing this great Country 
to day politically socially and ffnanci- 
a’lly is selfishness. The Golden Rule 
has gone to sleep, and a thought for 
the "Other Fellow” is buried. 

Keep up the good work and may 
you never forget what the Golden 
Rule teaches.

SAFETY FOR t'lIIEDREN 

FollowliiR tlio report of tliroo auto- 
ninbllo accidoiitB in Nowton last week, 
the Masaachuaotts Safety (’oniicll has 
rlttcn to the suporliitendeiit of 
schools, offerinp to hold here a series 
of safety meetliiR for children, simi- 
lar to those that are hoing put on In 
Boston and other cities. 

The program comprises two eight 
minute talks and two safety reels, 
lilch show the highway hazards In 
Greater Boston. It stresses the fact 
that with half a million motor vehi- 
cles on the streets of Massachusetts 
this year, no highway Is safe as a play- 
ground. and all children must receive 
instructions in the proper way to cross 
street. 

The Massnchiisotts Safety Uoiincll 
has made an analysis of the 15 chil* 
dron killed since the first of May. and 
finds that a majority of them were 
seven years of age or under. Five of 
them were trying to cross the street, 
and had run out suddenly from he- 
hind an ohstructed view. Seven were 
play in the street. All of the 
oiingost children and two were only 
three years of age were struck down 
hy trucks. Two hoys were killed 
hlle riding hlcycles in the p.ntli of 
antomohiles rather than close to the 
curl). One child was killed liy a motor- 
cycle. 

The Gouncll not only asks the mo- 
thers of Newton to instruct their chil- 
dren, hut it urges citizens generally 
to warn children when they are in 
danger of automobiles.
